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CANADA SAYS US 


DATA GIVEN BY 
GOR GOUZENKG 


Foreign Minister Pearson 
Indicates Washington 
Request to Question 
Former Soviet Clerk 
Will Be Refused. 


OTTAWA, Nov. 21 (UP)—Ex- 
ternal Atiairs Minister Lester 
B. Pearson said today United 
States authorities already have 
all information given Canada by 


Igor Gouzenko. He indicated 
Canada would refuse a second 


United States request to ques- 


tion the former Russian cipher 


clerk. 

Pearson said the United States 
State Department’s second re- 
quest that Gouzenko be made 
available for questioning by the 


Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee was being considered 
by the Canadian cabinet, and a 
reply probably would be made 
“sometime next week.” 

Pearson told the House of 
Commons earlier this week that 
the second request would be re- 
jected unless it was accompanied 
by new information or new fac- 
tors. This was taken to mean 
Canada would resist United 
States pressure implied by the 
second request. . 

Led to Key Arrests. 

The testimony of Gouzenko, 
former Soviet embassy clerk, led 
to the arrest of such kingpin sa- 
boteurs as Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg and Britons Klaus 
Fuchs and Alan Nunn May. 

The Gouzenko matter added 
to a strain placed on United 
States-Canadian diplomatic re- 
lations by the release in Wash- 
ington of a once-secret letter 
crediting a high Canadian offi- 
cial with information about the 
late Harry Dexter White, 

The letter was written by Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation Di- 
rector J. Edgar ss eng to Brig. 
Gen, Harry Va , military 
aide to former 
It a oe pub last 
= ) rney eneral 
pera Roa Jr. beteriaipe 
to question Gouzenko. 

Canadians have been critical 

of United States congressional 
sccedtieliions and Pearson's a 
cern over the new request to in- 
terrogate Gouzenko was shown 
by his cancellation of plans to 
go to New York after being in- 
formed of its receipt. 

Denies Gouzenko Claim. 

In a hastily-called press con- 
ference, Pearson denied pub- 
lished reports quoting Gouzenko 
as saying that some of the in- 
formation he gave Cansdian au- 
thorities after fleeing the Rus- 
sian embassy here eight years 
ago had never been made public 
and had not been properly used. 

“I can say that everything he 
has said to us, whether it. ap- 
peared in the royal commission 
report (a government report 
published in 1946) or not, has 
been made available to United 
States authorities,” Pearson said. 
“It is all in Washington.” 

Pearson refused to name the 
United States agency that re- 
ceived the information. 

He told reporters Canada had 
asked Washington to name the 
Canadian official who Hoover 
said warned against appointment 
of White to the international 
monetary fund. 

“We have not received a re- 
ply to that request yet,” Pear- 
son said, “but we may not need 
it. We may be able to find out 
for ourselves.” 

Pearson said he refused the 
first State Department request 
to question Gouzenko on the ba- 
sis of a Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police report. 

An R.C.M.P. officer interview- 
ed Gouzenko Oct. 27. His report 
quoted Gouzenko as saying he 
had been misquoted in an inter- 
view given the Chicago Tribune.

St. Louis and University City 
residents are asked to lend a 
critical ear tomorrow in the 
first of six air raid siren tests. 

When the “red warning,” de- 
noting imminent attack, is 
sounded at 7 p.m., all are urged 
to hear and remember it as a 
three-minute “up-and-down wail- 
ing note.” Seven minutes later, 
an “all clear” will sound, con- 


one minute each, separated by 
two minutes of silence. 

The test will be repeated on 
two following Mondays at the 
same hour, Thursday at 11 a.m. 
and two following Thursdays at 
the morning hour. The tests are 
not to be confused with the pub- 
lic air-raid drill scheduled for 
Jan. 16. 

The Office of Civil Defense 
added a note of grim reality to 
its notice of the tests: Should 
there be an actual threat of at- 
tack in the test period, the red 
warning will be heard more than 
once. 


EX-G.I. GIVING RAFT 
3-DAY TEST ON

Test Pilot Scott Cross- 
field Reaches 1327 
Miles an Hour in 
Douglas Plane. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 21 (AP) 
— The Douglas Skyrocket re- 
search plane set a new speed 
mark—1327 miles an hour, twice 
the speed of sound—yesterday. 

Test pilot Scott Crossfield told 
reporters today he corkscrewed 
the Skyrocket while at top speed, 
testing its strength and power 
to manéuyer. 

“T rolled her around 360 de- 
grees twice—and that was about 
all the maneuvers we had time 
for,” he said. 

The flight, high above the 
Southern California desert, 
lasted 11 minutes from the time 
the. Skyrocket dropped from a 
B-29 mother plane, at 12:01 p.m., 
until it glided down onto the 
dry lake that is Edwards Air 
Force Base. 

The swept-wing plane was 
launchéd@ at about 32,000 feet, 
and climbed te an altitude “in 
excess of 60,000.” 

3 Tons of Fuel Used. 

Crossfield said it burned up 


its three tons of fuel—liquid { 


oxygen and alcohol—in three 
minutes, at the rate of about 
200 gallons a minute. 

The rest of the flight, back 
to Edwards, was an eight-minute 


-glide. 


“It showed mach 2 (twice the 
speed of sound) or better on the 
machometer for 5 or 10 sec- 
onds,” Crossfield said. 

Crossfield said the plane is 
unheated, and was icy cold when 
it dropped from the B-29 at a 
speed of about 240 miles an 
hour. 

He said that while he was 
unable to feel the plane heating 
up during the 11-minute flight, 
the Skyrocket has shown that 
it is near the speed range where 
frictional or aerodynamic heat- 
ing will become a problem. 

The National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, which is 
using the plane for high-altitude, 
high-speed research, said the ac- 
tual top speed was mach 2.01, 
or slightly more than twice the 
speed of sound at the altitude 
at which Crossfield flew. 

The speed of sound varies 
from 760 miles an hour at 
“standard temperature”’—68 de- 
grees above zero Fahrenheit — 
to 660 miles an hour at 67 de- 
grees below zero. 

Pilot Nervous. 

Crossfield said he was so 
nervous before and during the 
flight that he felt as though he 
had “the flu and a stomach 
ache” together. 

Crossfield said the Skyrocket 
is never flown merely straight 
and fast, just to set a new rec- 
ord. He said all the speed marks 
have been achieved in research 
flights in which the plane is 
maneuvered to test all possible 
reactions. 

He added that yesterday’s 
mark was achieved in almost 
level flight. At first he climbed 
the Skyrocket at an angle of 30 
degrees, then at 45 degrees, and 
then “‘nosed over to reach level 
altitude or a slight dive” in mak- 
ing a record run, 

Because the angle of flight 
varied, he said, it is impossible 
to estimate the distance covered, 
other than that it was “hun- 
rie = miles.” 

ast to Coast in 2 Hours. 

A NACA spokesman calculated 
that if the Skyrocket had had 
fuel for a transcontinental flight 
and -had maintained the 1327- 
miles-an-hour speed, it could 
have left New York at 8 a.m. 
eastern standard time and 
reached Los Angeles at 7 a.m. 
Pacific standard time—actually, 
a two-hour flight. 

Because of the tremendous 
fuel consumption of the rocket 
plane, it can’t make the low 
level sustained flights necessary 
for world’s records recognized 
by the National Aeronautique 
Internationale of Paris, France. 
This record, set over a 15 kilo- 
meter measured course is 754.98, 
set late last month by the North 
American F-100 Super Sabre. 

The Skyrocket, built nine 
years ago for the Navy, has been 
the world’s highest-climbing and 
fastest airplane since its jet en- 
gine was removed in 1951, in or-

| TROOPS IN EUROPE 


Will Join Policy and 
Strategy Talks, Con- 


sider Its Forces on 
Continent a Matter of 
Common Interest.

LONDON, Nov. 21—Britain 
has agreed to participate direct- 
ly, but on a limited basis, in the 
pro European Defense Com- 
munity, a Foreign Office spokes- 
man said today. 

The spokesman said the pro- 
posal was contained in an agree- 
ment offered at Paris to the six 
members of the EDC—France, 
West Germany, Belgium, The 
ae Italy and Luxem- 


Form of Agreement. . 

The agreement, it was said, 
will take the following form: 

1. A British Government min- 
ister will participate in a Euro- 
pean Council of Ministers when 
matters of common interest are 
discussed. However, he will: not 
have to take part when the con- 
tinental countries discuss polit- 
ical matters concerning Euro- 
pean federation. 

2. A permanent British dele- 
gate will sit on the board of 
commissioners which will be 
equivalent to a defense ministry 
for the EDC and will decide such 
matters as the location of the 
armaments industry and the di- 
vision of tasks among the mem- 
ber countries. 

3. A group of British military 
experts will sit with the general 
staff of the _— six-nation 
European army 

Parthetmers. Britain is pre- 
pared to bind itself by an agree- 
ment in the form of a*treaty to 
consider the size, armament and 
disposition of British forces in 
Europe as a matter of common 
interest. It will not change them 
without prior consultation with 
members of the EDC. 

Wants Close Ties. 

“It is the desire of the British 
Government to have the clos- 
est peng with the 
projected Europe ense Com- 
munity,” a Foreign Office state- 
ment said. 


Negotiations looking to the 
formal tréaty were said to have 
reached the final stage and are 
expected to be concluded shortly. 
The purpose of the treaty, to 
which French Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault referred yester- 
day in his statement. to the Na- 
tional Assembly at Paris, is to 
strengthen the hands of Bidault 
and French Premier Laniel and 
help them to obtain parliamen- 
tary ratification of the EDC 
treaty. 

Appeals From France, U.S. 

Hitherto, Britain was willing 
to issue a formal declaration 
stipulating the terms of its asso- 
ciation with the EDC, but in 
view of repeated appeals from 
France, as well as from the 
United States government, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden finally 
agreed to incorporate them into 
a treaty. 

It was noted here, however, 
that the treaty does not bind 
Britain to maintain a certain 
number of divisions on the 
European continent. Britain‘will 
still be free to make whatever 
changes it pleases, but it must 
inform its continental allies be- 
forehand. 

Now that Britain has taken 
this friendly step, there is inter- 
est in London to see whether the 
United States will similarly 
make some gesture to help the 
French government push the 
EDC treaty through its parlia- 
ment.

Pattern for Information 
on Execution Will 
Follow One Used in 
Rosenberg Case, Mar- 
shal Says.

state’s gas chamber here, was 
imposed today by the Federal 
Government. 

At the same time, United 
States Marshal William B. Tat- 
man of Kansas City announced 
that the pattern for releasing 
news of the kidnapers’ execution 
will follow that used when Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg, atom spies, 
died in the electric chair in Sing 
Sing June 19. 

Resigned te Their Fate. 

Apparently the kidnapers are 
resigned to their fate. Mrs. 
Heady told Mrs. Bertha Carroll, 
superintendent of the women’s 
prison here, that the death sen- 
tence was just what she wanted, 
adding: “I don’t think I could 
have stood a life term.” 

Tatman, who had custody of 
Hall and Mrs, Heady at their 
recent four-day trial, said any 
person connected with the care 
or safeguarding of the prisoners 
would be dismissed immediately 
for releasing information about 
them between now and Dec. 18. 

The only reporters to be per- 
mitted to witness the execution 
will be one representative each 
from the Associated Press, 
United Press and International 
News Service. 

Then, before they can send 
their stories, they must submit 
to interview by accredited in- 


dividuals representing various 


newspapers, magazines and radio 
and television stations. 

No telephone in the prison 
may be used to inform the pub- 
lic of details of the kidnapers’ 
death, and photographs of the 
execution will be prohibited, 
Tatman said. 

Photographs and interviews 
likewise are barred during the 
period preceding the kidnapers’ 
deaths in the gas chamber, Tat- 
man added. 

In Washington, Federal Bu- 
reau of Prisons Director James 


V. Bennett told the Post-Dispatch 


no exception would be made in 


long-standing rules which limit 


press coverage of persons under 
death penalty. 

Federal regulations barring 
photographs, interviews and the 
like have been in effect for 
many years, Bennett pointed out. 

Warden Ralph Ejdson of the 
Missouri state penitentiary was 
designated by Tatman to pull 
the lever that will let powdered 
potassium cyanide drop into 
buckets of sulphuric acid, gen- 
erating deadly gas to snuff out 
the lives of wastrel Hall and the 
alcoholic Mrs. Heady. 

30 or 35 Witnesses. 

About 30 to 35 persons will 
witness the grim proceedings, 
Tatman announced after a con- 
ference attended by state offi- 
cials, including Warden Eidson. 

Included among the witnesses 
will be Tatman or his chief 
deputy, Warden Eidson and 
whatever as$istants he may need 
to help handle the execution; 
Dr. William B. McKnelly, chief 
prison physician, and not more 
than two other physicians; a 
maximum of three chaplains or 
spiritual advisers, and no more 
than three adult friends or rela- 
tives of each of the prisoners. 

In addition, five “respectable 
citizens” will be asked to be 
present as official witnesses. 

Federal rules rather than 
state will be followed at the 
execution, since Hall and Mrs. 
Heady pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced under the Federal 
Lindbergh Act for the kidnaping 
of young Bobby Greenlease. The 
body of the boy, abducted and 
shot to death Sept. 28, was 
found Oct. 7 in a lime-filled 
grave behind Mrs. Heady’s home 
in St. Joseph. 

The regulations imposed on 
news of the pair awaiting execu-

For 40 years, they declared, 
the Piltdown man has been mak- 
ing monkeys out of anthropolo- 
gists with the jawbone of an ape. 

Someone had put over the 
most outrageous fake in paleon- 
tological annals,. they said.

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6 DIG FOR LOOT 
OF JESSE JAMES, 
THINK THEY HIT IT 


PARAGOULD, Ark., Nov. 21 
(AP)—Scraping of metal against 
metal today spurred on six dig- 


gers who believe they have 
struck a chest thought to be 
loaded with gold from a Jesse 
James bank robbery. 

The men have been digging 
on the White river 27 miles south 
of here for more than month and 
a half. Sand and water seepage 
plus tremendous pressure 25 
feet down have stopped them 
short of their goal of 30 feet. 
However, a “divining rod” lo- 
cated a metal object at the 
latter depth. 

The searchers rammed a 16- 
foot metal rod into the hole and 
it penetrated a metal object, be- 
lieved to be the chest. In mov- 
ing the rod—which is about an 
inch in diameter—up and down, 
the men were able to feel the 
scrape of metal against metal. 

George Emerson of Popular 
Bluff, Mo., one of the diggers, 
said the group has exhausted 
practically all of its funds but 
the digging operation will go on 

as long as possible.

After a few initial 
doubts, many anthropoligists 
hailed them as a historic point- 
er to man's early history—the 
practically complete skull of a 
dawn matt who stalked the earth 
100,000 to 600,000 years ago. 
Encyclopedia Description. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica, 
with reserve as to some discrep- 
ancies, has called the relics the 
second most important known to 
science, beaten only by the Java- 
— “missing link” turned up in 
Dr. K. P. Oakley of the British 
Museum and Oxford University 
Professors J. E. Weiner and W. 
E. Le Gros Clark today reported 
up-to-the-minute chemical tests 
prove beyond doubt that the 
vital jawbone of Dawson’s dis- 
covery was a deliberate plant 
faked from the skull of an ape. 
That ape, they wrote in the 
Bulletin of the British Museum, 
was a modern ape that died an 
untimely death at 10. The ape’s 
jawbone and its canine tooth 
found with it, they said, had 
been artificially stained to match 
the appearance of skull frag- 
ments found earlier. In addition, 
they said, thé tooth had been 
honed to disguise its original 


shape. 
Experts Consoled. 

They urged the experts taken 
in not to be too hurt. 

“The faking is so extraordi- 
narily skillful and the perpetra- 
tion of the hoax appears to have 
been so unscrupulous and inex- 
plicable as to find no parallel in 
the history of paleontological 
discovery,” they said. 

The Piltdown man has been 
recorded with varying degrees 
of acceptance in encyclopedias, 
books on anthropology, and 
other reference works for many 
years. 

The investigators said the cra- 
nium itself still stands as a 
genuine fossil. But they put its 
age at 50,000 years, half the 
previously widely held mini- 
mum 

Alvan Marston, noted geolo- 
gist,, said he knew the jaw was 
a fake years back, He lashed out 
at “those very highly scientifical- 
ly trained people” who he said 
had “rigidly refused to face up 
to the facts which I and others 
have brought to light to refute 
this missing-link Piltdown the- 


ory.” 
Center of Dispute. 

Marston, who in 1933 discov- 
ered the 250,000-year-old Swans- 
combe man, appeared before the 
Royal Anthropological Institute 
in 1949 to argue the Piltdown 
jaw was an ape’s. Some insti- 
tute members then declared 
themselves impressed, but the’ 
rest stood by Dawson. 

One mystery remains. In 1915 
Dawson found in the same grav- 
el pit what the Encyclopedia 
calls “a remarkable bone imple- 
ment hewn from the thigh bone 
of an extinct kind of elephant.” 
Whether that is genuine, the 
investigators refused to say. 

One of the biggest hoaxes in 
the paleontological field was 
carried out the United States 
shortly after the Civil War. 

A supposed fossil giant, 1034 
feet tall, was unearthed near 
Cardiff, N.Y., in October 1869. 
It was exhibited for several 
months as “the Cardiff Giant.” 
Then scientists found it was a 


fraud, made from a block of 
gypsum,

economic development. 

“6. That, in very unusual cir- 
cumstances, the President of the 
United States be in a position 
to make grants of-food. from 
our surplus stecks to Latin 
American countries. 

“7, That the technical co-op- 
eration program in Latin Amer- 
ica be expanded. The provision 
of expert technical assistance 
has been and continues to be an 
effective method of helping the 
people of Latin America attain 
better health, higher industrial 
production, better education, im- 
proved agricultural production, 
and higher standards of living. 
It has made firm friends for the 
United States among govern- 
ments and individual citizens 
throughout the hemisphere.

Tanjug said Belgrade diplomatic 
quarters considered the latest 
proposals merely a confirmation 
of earlier Italian proposals 
which were “completely unac- 

ptable.” 

"(The Tanjug dispatch seemed 
to mean the official Yugoslav re- 
action to Italy’s terms for the 
five-power meeting would be a 
rejection.) 

More Disorders in City. 

The port of Trieste, center of 
the dispute, was the scene of 
demonstrations by jobless work- 
ers today for the third straight 
day.

Both Italy and 
Yugoslavia have asserted claims 
to the territory. 

Yugoslavia has threatened 
military action if Italian troops 
enter Zone A. Pro-Italian riots, 
in which six persons were killed 
by British-controlled police, 
flared in Trieste. Anti-British 
riots followed throughout Italy. 

In the wake of these out- 
breaks, the United States, Brit- 
ain and France sounded out both 
Italy and Yugoslavia on the pos- 
sibility of the five countries set- 
tling the dispute at a conference. 
Pella’s statement today was the 
first Italian response,

FOR COMMON COLD | te 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (UP) 
—Dr. Selman A. Waksman, the 
man who discovered streptomy- 
cin, believes he and his associ- 
ates may be on the trail of a 
cure for the common cold. 

Although science has con- 
quered some of the deadliest 
diseases facing man, the mys- 
tery of the cold has remained 
unsolved. 

Waksman, Rutgers University 
professor who won the 1952 
Nobel prize for physiology and 
medicine, said studies with more 
than 100 antibiotics he has iso- 
lated show they have “a poten- 
tial effect’ on cold and influenza 
viruses. 

But he added quickly that 
“none have reached the stage to 
actually use them on humans for 
treatment.” The studies, he said, 
are being continued in hopes of 
“achieving something concrete 
in the future.” 

So far, he said, it has been 
found that the antibiotics are 
“too toxic” for human use ‘and 
are not too effective in combat- 
ing the viruses in their present 
form.

Constant Alert Is Kept. 

Within three weeks the 24- 
hour alert kept by the squadron 
is expected to be kept with the 
new Sabre jets. Four pilots are 
on duty in a ready room at all 
times, prepared to take off five 
minutes after receiving an 
alarm. Other pilots of the squad- 
ron are on constant call, and 
must be ready to take off at in- 
tervals up to one hour. 

The squadron is one of an 
undisclosed number assigned to 
various parts of the nation as 
part of a network set up by the 
Air Defense Command. Opera- 
tion of these fighter squadrons 
is tied in closely with an exten- 
sive radar network which keeps 
close check on plane movements. 

“An assignment with an Air 
Defense Command squadron 
isn’t the easiest job in the 
world,” one pilot told the Post-

Usually, however, it 
is from the nearest Air Defense 
Direction Center, a radar in- 
stallation which is equipped to 
keep track of. all scheduled 


and a warning line open to the 
fighter squadron at all times. 
If the senior controller on duty 
at the radar installation decides 
to send the fighters up he just 
has to flip a switch on his 
board 


When this is done an alarm 
sounds simultaneously in the 
alert room and the control tow- 
er at Scott Air Force Base, and 
the doors of the individual 
hangars for the alert planes au- 
tomatically open. Pilots on duty 
in the alert. room and their 
maintenance crews start ‘for the 
planes at a full run; and the 
tower operator clears the area 
of air traffic and the field of 
ground traffic. 

Downwind Takeoffs. 

Without waiting for further 
instructions from the control 
tower, the pilots start for the 
end of the longest runway by 
way of a private taxiway lead- 
ing from the alert hangars. The 
planes are moving fairly fast by 
the time they reach the run- 
way, and if necessary the take- 
off is made down wind., 

They show up on the radar 
scopes shortly after taking off. 
As soon as they do, the senior 
radar controller tells them the 
course they are to fly and the 
altitude and distance of the sus- 
pected aircraft. Each plane 
shows as a “blip,”. or streak of 
light, ‘on the radar scope, and 
the controller keeps the pilots 
informed frequently of changes 
needed in their course or in the 


pilots until they made visual 
contact with the suspected air- 
craft. This will no longer be 
necessary with the F-86Ds. They 
carry their own electronic equip- 
ment and when within a few 
miles of the quarry the fighter 
pilot takes over. 

Pilots of the Eighty-fifth 
Fighter Squadron estimate their 
“scrambles” at about four a 
week on the average. Part of 
these are practice workouts, but 
the pilots never know which are 
real and which are not.

DETROIT, Nov. 21 (AP)—The 
Detroit ordnance tank automo- 
tive center today said civilian 
and military tank engineers 
were seeking an answer to a 
mechanical defect which has 
crippled M-47 (Patton) medium 
tanks in Europe. 

A spokesman said a failure of 
gears in the medium tank's drive 

stopping them after a few 

iles of use. 
The M-47s, assigned to United 
States and NATO troops in Eu- 
rope, were built by the Chrysler 
Corp. at the Detroit, tank arsenal 
and by the American Locomotive 
Co., Schenectady, N.Y., and Au- 
burn, N.Y. 

An Army. spokesman said the 
defect is not the result of faulty 
design but rather failure of the 
metal used in the gear. He said 
the M-47s were still being used 
and the worn gears were being 
replaced. 

The Army has-been working 
for two months to correct the 
defect and in some tests the 
tanks have run thousands of 
miles without breakdowns, the 
spokesman said. | 

The Army said the defective 
gears were being replaced by 
ordnance technicians in the field. 

The American Locomotive Co. 
said the reports of the gear. de- 
fects had resulted in a volun- 
tary shutdown of its Auburn and 
Schenectady plants. 

Chrysler spokesmen said the 
reported defect would not affect 
its operation of the Detroit tank 
arsenal, The arsenal ceased

Reportedly, the M-47 is becom- 
ing obsolete and all production 
was scheduled to stop next 
spring. . 

The ALCO spokesman said the 
final drive mechanism was a 
transmission part which had been 
designed by the Army and passed 
by Army inspectors at ALCO.

In Communist Appeal

If We Do Nothing, Moscow Wins Outposts in This Hem- 
isphere; If We Crush Reds, We Stand Embarrassed 
Before Peoples of Undeveloped Areas Around the 
World — What They Want Is Status and Dignity. |

N BRITISH GUIANA and in Guatemala, Soviet Russia he. managed to 
place the United States and Britain in a most uncomfortable position. If 
the Free World does nothing, these Latin-American countries and perhaps 
others are likely to become outposts of World Communism. 
hand, we of the Free World act to stop Communism, we face embarrassment 
before the peoples of underdeveloped countries everywhere. 


This, on the surface, is the story of 
Communism in Latin America as seen by 
this writer after spending the better part 
of a month in intensive investigation at 
several points where Communism has be- 
come a real or potential danger to the 
south of us. 

Seen beneath the surface, the situation 
is more serious, but at the same time 
contains the possibility of avoiding the 
dilemma Russia has tried to present to us. 

It is axiomatic that, as United States 
Supreme Court Justice William O. Douglas 
told this writer in Panama, the people of 
the underdeveloped areas of the world are 
“on the move.” What do they want? 


x* *«* *® 

TWO ANSWERS are commonly given, 
and both, in this writer's opinion, are but 
half-truths. It is said the people are filled 
with nationalistic urges, and they want 
their share of the world’s material goods. 

Not in Guatemala, in Panama or in Brit- 
ish Guiana did anyone say he wanted his 
nation to become a great and powerful na- 
tion. The only exceptions were self-con- 
scious Communists, repeating the cant of 
Communism. The appeal to nationalism has 
become a part of the World Communist 
line, but in Latin America it has become a 
distinctly minor theme. Central Americ 
mations lack the natural resources, the 
areas, the populations and nearly every- 
thing else that a great power must have.

It is very 

where corn and beans grow yer and fruit 
may be picked from the mountainside with 
little effort, where the climate is so benign 
that ¢lothing and shélter are hardly neces- 
sities. 

But the people of Guatemala need medi- 
cines to cut the terrible infant mortality 
rate. They need education to help them 
understand what they now perceive but 
dimly—70 per cent of them are illiterate. 

In the villages, a Guatemalan Indian 
habitually steps off the sidewalk when a 
white man, Spaniard or American, walks 
by. He is tired of stepping off the side- 
walk, literally or figuratively, whether in 
deference to the scion of a Spanish grandee 
or a manager for the United Fruit Co. 

In Panama the record for education is 
a little better, and Panamanians lucky 
enough to have steady jobs working for 
the American armed services or the Pan- 
ama Canal have cash incomes far above 
the happiest dream of the village Indian 
in Guatemala. But thousands of Panama- 
nians live in some of the world’s most 
sordid slums, and even those working for 
Americans are second-class citizens in their 
own country—“local raters,” as contrasted 
to the “U.S. raters,” who happen to be 
United States citizens. 

In Guiana 83 per cent of the people are 
literate and they do have some real med- 
ical services available. They are terribly 
poor and many live in slums even worse 
than those of Panama, but they do not 
suffer from the race discrimination which 
so long has kept the Guatemalan Indian in 
an inferior position, or the more complex 
race, cultural and national discrimination 
practiced by United States Americans 

against Panamanians. 

In Guiana, ‘however, the sugar estates 
are the great symbols of human, degrada- 
tion. Here the workers are subject to the 
will of hired managers to an extent hard 
to believe in this second half of the twen- 
tieth century. 

x * * 

WHAT THE PEOPLE of the underde- 
veloped countries want, therefore, cannot 
be stated so simply as “nationalism” or “a 
higher standard of living.” 

They want various things. 

Their wants boil down to one word, 
however, as this writer sees it. That 
word is “dignity.” They want real dig- 
nity as human beings, real status in a 
world of equal human beings. 

This is what they said they wanted, 
hundreds of them interviewed under 
just about every conceivable human sit- 
uation, and this is what their actions 
showed they wanted. 

A dozen examples come to mind at once. 

There was, for instance, the Foreign 
Minister of Guatemala, Raul Osegueda, 
former professor of philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Guatemala. Osegueda’s mother 
was an Indian woman, his father a Span- 
jard. All his life he has been made to feel 
half-ashamed of his mother because she 
was an Indian. Now the Communists have 
made a kind of cult of Indian culture, and 
for the first time Osegueda openly boasts 
of his mother’s blood. 

Or take the big Negro in Panama who, 
after telling his life story, the climax of 
which was his discharge from Canal Zone 
employment presumably for union activ- 
ity, declared with defiance: “The trouble 
with you Americans is you think you can

push everybody around. You think power 
is everything.” 

In Panama, incidentally, are many peo- 
ple from the West Indies who retain Brit- 
ish passports. They are proud of being 
British subjects, proud to the point of 
boredom—it gives them status. 

Finally, there was the little East Indian 
woman who went into the store in George- 
town some time after the Communist-front 
People's Progressive Party came to power 
in British Guiana and ordered a sewing 
machine—a prestige symbol in Guiana. 
After picking out the fnost expensive 
sewing machine in the shop, the woman 
was surprised when the shopkeeper asked 
how she wanted to pay for it. 

“I do not intend to pay for it,” she re- 
plied. “Janet said that if she were elected, 
we could all have sewing machines.” 

The shopkeeper told the woman’ she 
could have the machine if she would get 
Janet Jagan, the Chicago-born head of the 
Communists in Guiana, to give her a note 
confirming her statement. The woman did 
not return to the shop, but she did go to 
her .priest and told him her story, be- 
wildered. 

Janet Jagan had stalled. Then the Brit- 
ish sent troops to Guiana. Janet Jagan had 
her answer ready: The people would in- 
deed have had sewing machines, but the 
British troops were sent there for the very 
purpose of keeping them from having 
the sewing machines they wanted. 


x *« * 
PEOPLE WANT DIGNITY in the under- 
developed areas of the world, and the Com- 


want—at least in promises, and in imme- 
diate satisfactions. , 

In Guatemala the Communists are offer- 
ing dignity to the Indians—which is to say 
to nearly three-fourths of the population— 
cultural dignity, by making Indian art re- 
spectable; economic dignity, by redistribut- 
ing the land; physical dignity, by establish 
ing medical stations over the country. 

Of course, the Indians of Guatemala will 
pay for all that by becoming slaves of 
the Communist apparatus of control, now 
being forged through labor unions, cultural 
organizations and the government itself. 

But the alternative is the banana planta- 
tion system, with the United States-owned 
United Fruit Co. as the symbol of economic 
and racial degradation. 

In British Guiana the British-owned 
Bookers sugar estates serve as the same 
sort of symbol of degradation. 

A new bauxite industry has been estab- 
lished in Guiana by Canadian and United 
States interests. It pays higher wages. 
Housing is better. But American managers 
have established United States patterns of 
race segregation at the bauxite - works, 
Guianese whd have been free of race dis- 
crimination, from racial indignity, are now 
asked to accept indignity in return for bet- 
ter housing and higher wages. 

No such bitter choice is offered by the 
Communist leader. She offers sewing ma- 
chines; land, housing—and her own lack 
of race prejudice is evident to all. Her 
husband, Dr. Cheddi Jagan, the last Prime 
Minister, is an East Indian. 

In their search for human dignity, then, 
it is clear why, however mistakenly, the 
people of underdeveloped nations turn to 
Communism. 


x * * 

IT WOULD BE LESS FRIGHTENING to 
watch this process going on before your 
eyes if it were only a matter of simple 
people seeking to satisfy their simple 
needs. No understanding of what is going 
on could be attempted without noting that 
the intellectuals, not only of Guatemala 
and British Guiana, but of many another 
Latin-American country as well, including 
Panama, are turning rapidly away from the 
western traditions toward cultural Com- 
munism.

It is hardly possible today to find one 
really first-rate intellectual in Guatemala 
or British Guiana who has not accepted, 
to a greater or less extent, the ideology of 
Communism.

THE TEMPTATION of the people on 
the spot, engaged in trying to stop Com- 
munism—the British in Guiana and the 
North Americans in Guatemala—is to give 
way to panic. One hears irresponsible talk 
that the only way to stop Communism is to 
strike at its source, and the—legical con- 
clusion then is a preventive war against 
Russia. Again, there is talk of outright 
repression of all “Communist activities,” 
much of this talk being a reflection in 
local terms of McCarthyism in the United 
States. 


It is not this writer’s function to attempt 
to present a cure-all plan for stopping 
Communism in Latin America. In. previ- 
ous articles he has described how the Brit- 
ish are tackling the problem in Guiana, 
and certainly the Guiana plan deserves real 
study. It contains risks, as any plan must. 

What should be pointed out here, but 
briefly, are some of the realities which any 
plan to stop Communism in a backward 
area must take into consideration, 


1, The limitations of power. Soviet Rus- 
sia is far away. It has no ships or soldiers 
in the western hemisphere. Yet Commu- 
nism today holds more power in British 
Guiana than either British civil govern- 
ment or British troops. This is an estimate 
of British intelligence, based on the facts 
of Communist control of many mechanisms 
of power, the lower echelons of govern- 
ment, the labor unions, etc., and on the 
presence of an armed band of Communist- 
controlled thugs. 

By the same token, it would be possible 
for the United States to induce a revo- 
lution in Guatemala tomorrow—and the 
Communists could emerge with their hands 
on the real levers of authority, very pos- 


sibly with more real power than they pos- 
sess today. 

2. The limitations of economic aid. Again 
Soviet Russia is spending few rubles on 
Communism in Latin America. Any Mos- 
cow gold finding its way to Georgetown— 
and there is evidence: that there may be 
some—ig pennies in relation to the costs 
of the cold war. 

Foreign investments—British and Ameri- 
can—have done and can do much to raise 
the living standard in many backward coun- 


tries. They also can do harm, however, if - 


as in the bauxite works in British Guiana, 
increased income is accompanied by an en- 
forced feeling of racial inferiority where it 
did not exist before. 

3. The nature of the Communist con- 
spiracy. In 1948; during the meeting of 
the International Conference of American 
States, sponsored by the United States, a 
violent revolution broke out in Bogota, 
Colombia, most embarrassing to American 
diplomacy. In the idiom of Latin-American 
Spanish, any outbreak of violence spon- 
sored by the Communists is now called a 
“bogotaso.” A North American named Sam 
was present in Bogota in 1948; he also is 
present in British Guiana today. The FBI 
has no record on him—though British in- 
telligence is convinced Sam is the “fuse 
lighter” for the international Communist 
movement in Latin America. 

Communism, in Latin America as else- 
where, wears many disguises, but it is a 
tightly disciplined conspiracy, with all lines 
of ultimate control leading to Moscow. 

4. No plan to stop Communism can suc- 
ceed unless it results, in the end, in win- 
ning the people of the area involved back 
to the side of freedom and democracy. 
The Communist conspiracy needs only a 
few people to operate, but it needs broad 
sympathies in the population at large. 

There is no reason why the West, fol- 
lowing its own best traditions, cannot 
meet the needs of the people in the un- 
derdeveloped areas, both for ideas and 
for dignity—if we care to make the effort. 
When we have done this Communism 
will become a lost cause. 


Projected U.S. Dam Sale 


To California Could Set 
Pattern In 16 Other States 


Transfer Is Not Yet Consummated, But It and Similar 


Ones Would Be in Keeping With Administration 
Policy Favoring Local Control of Such Programs in 


so Far as Possible.

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. 


HE great Central Valley Project (CVP), which has transformed Cali- 
fornia’s heartland from a desolation of desert and swamp to one of the 
richest agricultural valleys in the world, may soon be sold by the Federal 


Government to the State of California. 


Negotiations are now under way between state officials and the Federal 
Government looking to this first transfer of a federal reclamation project 


to local control. 
Two major hurdles must be overcome 


before any deal can be consummated: 


1. The state must be willing to pay 
the price tag to be placed on the project 
by the Interior Department, which is in- 
sistent there be no loss to the Federal 
Government. 

2. Congress must adopt special legis- 
lation authorizing the sale of federal 
multi-purpose reclamation projects to 
the states? 


Such an authorizing law would clear the 
way, not only for the sale of the Central 


Valley Project to the State of California, 
but for similar transfers of such projects 


in 16 other western reclamation states. 
This would be in keeping with the oft- 
reiterated policy of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, including Secretary of the 
Interior Douglas McKay, that in so far as 
possible it favors local control of such 
programs. 


= -* ® 

THE PROPOSED SALE seems certain 
to stir up a sharp controversy, even though 
the late Interior Secretary, Harold L. 
Ickes, his successor, Oscar L. Chapman, 
and former Reclamation Commissioner 
Michael W. Straus looked with favor on 
state ownership providing certain require- 
ments were met, 

They wanted to be sure that the Fed- 
eral Government would get a fair deal 
financially; and thatthe state would: 

1, Retain the anti-monopely irriga- 
tion limitation in the present reclama- 
tion law restricting irrigation water to 
160 acres fer single farmers and 320 
for married ones. 

2. Retain the present “public prefer- 
ence” clause giving such public bodies 
as municipdlities and the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration priority in the 
sale of electricity generated at dam 
sites. 

3. Proceed with completion of an en- 
tire integrated water system for the val- 
ley, or co-operate with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in an effort to complete the 
system, making maximum use of all of 
the water resources of the area. 

Whether all of these conditions can be 
met remains to be seen. On the financial 
front, the California Legislature ear- 
marked $10,000,000 for a down payment 
two years ago, but present plans call for 
the issuance of bonds for an all-cash deal. 

As of last Dec. 31, the Federal Govern- 
ment had spent $381,369,424 on the. Cen-- 
tral Valley Project, but funds already obli- 
gated at that time raised the total to $401,- 
874,549. It is estimated that at the present 
time the total expenditure is in the neigh- 
borhood of $435,000,000, but this includes 
so-called “non-reimbursable” items—large 
outlays for flood control, and fish and 
wildlife preservation, navigation, for which 
all of the nation’s taxpayers pay under 
reclamation law and for which the Gov- 
ernment cannot be reimbursed. 

Interior Depaftment officials do not 
have as yet the breakdown on such non- 
reimbursable items. Reportedly, however, 
they will -total about $72,000,000. This 
would bring the $435,000,000 figure down 
to $363,000,000 for negotiation purposes. 

The state is also seeking what it*calls 
an “interest offset” on the irrigation costs

of the project. The CVP’s irrigation works 
east the Federal Government about $200,- 
000,000, but the Government has never 
charged water users any interest for the 
capital outlay. The state contends that. 
such interest, figured in the total Govern- 
ment estimate of its irrigation construc- 
tion costs, should be deducted from the 
purchase price, cutting the price for’ the 
irrigation works from $200,000,000 to 
about $120,000,000. This would bring the 
total CVP price down to $283,000,000. 

Also to be deducted, in the view of the 
state, is the net profit the Government has 
realized over the years through the sale of 
public power. Just how much this has 
amounted to is still under study, but if 
the Federal Government goes along with 
most of California’s contentions, including 
deduction of net profit, the total purchase 
price will be close to the $235,000,000 
which the state is reported to have set as 
the maximum it is willing to pay.

EVEN IF FINANCIAL DETAILS can 
be ironed out satisfactorily to all parties, 
powerful opposition to the sale may be 
expected on the part of Congressmen tra- 
ditionally favoring the public distribution 
of power and water from federal projects. 

In a speech in Pittsburgh Thursday, Sec- 

retary McKay said the present policy of 
the Administration is to encourage local 
interests and private industry to invest in 
large reclamation projects to end what 
he termed the “federalistic monopoly that 
has in many cases strangled local initia- 
tive.” He said also he believes the new 
federal-local partnership can be achieved 
without the controversy that marked the 
public vs. private power feud in past 
years. ; 

There is considerable speculation, in 
this connection, that if Congress does 
authorize the sale of reclamation projects 
to the states, a pattern will be set that 
some legislators and outside groups may 
want to apply te the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

CVP, however, differs markedly from 
TVA in a number of essentials. Central 
Valley lies wholly within one state; 
TVA embrances seven — Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Virginia, North Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Georgia. TVA 
has been a federal project from the 
beginning, originally based on the old 
World War I Muscle Shoals national de- 
fense project in Alabama; but CVP was 
planned originally as a state project and 
worked out in detail by the state en- 
gineer. It was during the depression, 
when California's plan to sell bonds te 
finance the project failed, that the Fed- 
eral Government stepped in to do the job. 


There are also similarities. Both CVP 
and TVA involve flood control, naviga- 
tion, the production of electric power, rec- 
reation facilities and wildlife resources, 
but CVP’s basic function is irrigation, 
which is -no big problem in the TVA re- 
gion. It is Central Valley irrigation, with 
its tremendous system of dams, reser- 
voirs, canals and pumping stations, that 
has been the magic in changing the once- 
arid Central basin into the most produc- 
tive valley in the nation.

CHARGES ALREADY are springing up 
that the sale has been proposed as a 
method of circumventing the power “pref- 
erence” clause in the Reclamation Law 
favoring publicly-owned power systems, 
and as a way of getting around or knoek- 
ing out the 160-acre limitation on farms 
getting irrigation water. 

If the sale is consummated and Con- 
gress fails to insure retention of these 
provisions in its authorization law, the 
Reclamation Law provisions would no 
longer apply. The state could then make 
any new provisions on these subjects that 
it desired. 

Powerful conflicting interests are at 
play in California in connection with such 
provisions, and although private utilities 
could be expected to fight hard for elimi- 
nating the power preference clause as it 
now stands, there also are very strong 
public power adherents whose views might 
prevail in the state Legislature. 

Under a Reclamation Act provision that 
enables private utilities to buy power when 
preference customers are not ready to do 
so, the Government entered into two 
short-term contracts with the Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. for CVP output, but the 
Sacramento municipal utility district, a 
public group, has now entered into a 40- 
year power contract with CVP, which 
goes into effect next year. A. D. Edman- 
ston, California state engineer, told the 
Post-Dispatch the state, if it acquired 
CVP, would have to honor the existing 
contracts. 

Similarly, no one can certainly foretell 
what would happen to the 160-acre irriga- 
tion limitation, which has been a sub- 
ject of vitriolic dispute in the Congress 
and in Central Valley for many yéars. The

Dear Mr. President: 


In the 10 months since you entered on the 
high responsibility to which you were elected by 
the American people a year ago, you have said 
nothing more true than your comment in your 
press conference last Wednesday that you “do 
not believe that we can live in fear of each 
other forever.” 


Mr. President, the American people are fear- 
ful and confused and distressed by the contro- 
versy which has followed the Chicago address 
by your Attorney General, Mr. Brownell, in re- 
viving the case of the late Harry Dexter White 
of seven years ago.

The people are fearful because they are wor- 
ried about FBI reports of the existence of spy 
rings, old or new. ® 


They are confused by the charges of Demo- 
cratic cover up and the counter-charges of Re- 
publican political motivation. 

They are distressed by the adverse reaction 
to all this on the part of our allies abroad, who 
read the exchange of accusations as an indica- 
tion that the United States has gone crazy and 
probably cannot be depended upon for serious, 
firm leadership in the world. 


We think, Mr. President, that the time has 
come to do something about this situation be- 
fore it causes great harm to the United States 
both here at home and overseas. 


We think, Mr, President, that you are the one 
to do what needs to be done. More than that, 
we think you are the only one who is in the posi- 
tion to do it.

There can be no question whatever that there 
has been Communist espionage in the United 
States. Neither can there be any question that 
Mr. Truman and his Administration were grossly 
lax in dealing with suspected spies in his official 
family after serious questions were raised about 
them through FBI investigations of espionage 
activities. 


The American people want to know the full 
facts about this intrigue. They want to know 
who was in it. They want te know its scope. 
They want to know how it operated and what it 
did. Also they want to know its specific nature, 
if possible. They want to know what kind of 
secrets might have been passed out of this 
country and the extent of whatever damage was 
done to the security of this nation. 


But, Mr. President, just as the people do not 
want the facts covered up to protect the Demo- 
cratic party, neither do they want a matter so 
serious exploited to further the ambitions of 
the Republican party.

The legislative investigations, now in progress, 
obviously are going to continue.

It could appraise and relate the respective 
roles of the FBI, the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the several congressional committees, 
the local police, the legislative groups and com- 
missions in the state capitols and the many 
patriotic and veterans’ organizations which enter 
into the legislative aspects of security matters. 

Such a commission could sift the sane from 
the hysterical, the reasonable from the fan- 
tastic, the true from the false, the constitutional 
from the unconstitutional, the fair from the un- 
fair, the democratic from the undemocratic. It 
could set up standards of inquiry in keeping 
with the protections and guarantees of the Bill 
of Rights of which the American people are so 
justly proud. 


As you know very well, Mr. President, some 


of the most outstanding ef public services have 
come from investigations and evaluations of 
problems by commissions of eminent citizens. 


You yourself have perhaps as many as a dozen 
commissions now at work on a group of difficult 
problems in government. One of these commis- 
sions is at work on the farm problem, another 
on social security, another on the relationship 


between the Federal Government and the states.

You are continuing a reconstituted Hoover 
Commission on governmental reorganization 
whose earlier version did excellent work in the 
Truman Administration, You will remember the 
important Compton Commission on the military 
training requirements of our national defense. 
You will also remember the Lilienthal-Acheson- 
Baruch report on atomic energy and the memo- 
rable report of a presidential commission on the 
state of civil rights in our country. 


This is the kind of commission that is needed 
to study the problem of Communism in the 
United States—a commission of citizens so 
eminent and so trustworthy thet their findings 
could be readily accepted, a commission whose 
members would be recognized at once not as 
generators of heat but as seekers of light. ; 


These citizens could be selected from over the 
nation and from its many fields of activity:

A member of the United States Senate began 
to issue more than a month ago a series of shock- 
ing accusations about Fort Monmouth. These 
accusations indicated that the radar research 
project was shot through with spies and foreign 
agents and untrustworthy personnel.

The general import of all these sensational 
announcements was that your Department of De- 
fense, and in particular your Department of the 
Army, was just as lax in 1953 as the Truman Ad- 
ministration was in the early months after World 
War. II, seven years ago. 


Your Secretary of the Army, Mr. Stevens, 
says that no verification for these charges has 
been produced. He says that the investigation 
has not revealed “anything relating to espio- 
nage.” He says that no documents have been 
proved missing. He says that none of the sus- 
pended personnel has been accused of spying 
or attempted spying and that some of the sus- 
pended workers have already been restored to 
their jobs. 


Two newspapers that strongly supported you 
last. year, the New York Herald Tribune and 
The Washington Post, after waiting a month to 
see how these charges would be substantiated, 
have now denounced the one-Senator attack on 
Fort Monmouth.

The Washington Post says the accusations have 
“shattered morale at a post of vital significance 
to the national defense and badly disrupted 
activity in an area where work ought to be going 
forward with utmost energy.” 


In the same vein, the Herald Tribune, one of 
the very earliest supporters of your nomination 
and election in 1952, says: 


“The work done at a place like Fort Mon- 
mouth depends for its effectiveness on the 
morale of men who receive no public recogni- 
tion and comparatively small material rewards. 
The picture of this place as a nest of spies can 
hardly have done less than weaken the incen- 
tives which spur men to creative work—to say 
nothing of promoting doubt and confusion in 
the American public.”

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A Dangerous Idea of Guilt

Guilt by relationship—through a kind 
of blood taint—is one of the less at- 
tractive among the many unattractive 
features of totalitarian “justice.” 


It is therefore distressing to find 
something uncomfortably akin to this 
principle playing a part in the security 
program conducted by our own Gov- 
ernment. 

A case in point is that of a young 
officer whose dismissal from the Air 
Force Reserve as a security risk—after 
he had served eight years on active 
duty——has been recommended by a spe- 
cial administrative board at Selfridge 
Air Force Base in Detroit. 

The officer’s loyalty is not in ques- 
tion. But he is charged with having a 
close and continuing relationship with 
his father, who had allegedly received 
some copies of pro-Communist news- 
papers in the past, and with his sister, 
accused of displaying active sympathy 
with pro-Communist causes. 

Neither the Air Force nor any other 
sensitive agency of the Government 
can afford to retain security risks; but 
it ought to be equally obvious that the 
very broad powers under which secu- 
rity risks can be dismissed must not 
be abused. 

No man has an inherent right to 
Government employment; but to fire 
a man as a security risk—whether from 
the armed services or the civil side of 


Government—is to blot his career. To 
fire him not because of any evil-doing 
on his own part but merely because he 
has a relative who may or may not be 
a bad security risk or whose “close and 
continuing relationship” with the ac- 
cused has not even be2n proved is to 
carry things uncomfortably close to the 
totalitarian technique. 


The danger is especially acute when 
the accused is unable—because of the 
Government's desire to protect its 
sources—to cross-examine his accusers 
or to learn on precisely what grounds 
the accusations are based. 


The Detroit case is not unique, but 
it has aroused unusual interest there. 
One Detroit newspaper refers to the 
“completely Russian-style process” by 
which the lieutenant was ousted; an- 
other accuses the Air Force of “un- 
dermining the fundamental dignity of 
the commission”; a third says the 
verdict was “dangerous.” 


While, of Course, conditions might 
exist under which intimate connection 
with a security risk could impair the 
usefulness of an individual in a sensi- 
tive position, the principle of guilt by 
relationship is generally repugnant to 
democratic thinking and can, in the 
absence of strong evidence, afford too 
easy an out for those who do not want 
to bother to judge a man on his merits.

The results of these. polls in-| 
dicate a far more favorable atti- | 
tude toward the United States 
and its policies than is generally | 
realized. They also show a much | 
greater distrust of Russia than 
the Communist vote in Western 
Europe would indicate. The 
presence of American troops is 
welcome in spite of the minor 
irritations that are the inevitable 
consequence of having foreign 
troops present in large numbers. 
A majority of Western Euro- 
peans, about 60 per cent, have 
an improved impression of the 
United States as a result of its 
postwar actions. ' 
Something over 10 per cent 
regard us less favorably. This 
can be attributed in part to 
Communist influence and propa- 
ganda, but the fact that the per- 
centage is no greater, and is far 
less than the Communist vote, 
indicates that the Soviets have 
failed almost totally to win 
friends in Western Europe. 


Strange Result of Poll, 


It is an anomaly that the'two 
nations who have been given the 
. largest share of foreign assist- 
ance, France and Great Britain, 
should have the least favorable 
attitude toward the United 
States. ‘About half and two- 
fifths of the people polled in the 
two countries, respectively, in- 
dicated their approval of our 
policies. 

About two-thirds of the Ger- 
mans and Dutch support United 
States policies. 

The Marshall Plan and other 
economic aid remains America’s 
greatest good will asset in Eu- 
rope, outweighing military aid in 
the public mind 500 per cent. In 
this case too, the feeling about 
economic assistance is least pro- 
nounced in France and Great 
Britain and most pronounced in 
Germany and the Netherlands. 

Unfavorable impressions vary 
from country tocountry. France 
and the Netherlands resent what 
they consider our interference 
in their colonies.

Only one out of 30 in West- 
ern Europe, outside of France 
and Italy, could find anything 
favorable in Russia’s policies, 
About one out of eight in France 
and Italy had favorable, reac- 
tions to Russia’s behavior. Con- 
demnation of the Soviet Union 
is just about as general, two- 
thirds of the population, as is 
approval of United States ac- 
tions. “ 

Soviet action has alienated al- 
most every group in Europe. 
Even French and Italian Com-. 
munists have no desire to see 
their countries lined up with 
the East. Their reaction is pri- 
marily one ‘of neutralism. A ma- 
jority of Europeans, like Amer- 
icans, believe that Soviet aims 
are imperialist and that Russia 
seeks world domination by force 
or revolution. Hardly one in 50 
believes in Russian peace moves. 

About one-third of Europeans 
believe that both United. States 
and Russia are to blame for the 
present world. conflict, although 
a larger percentage blame Rus- 
sia exclusively. 

The sentiment that both are to 
blame does not prevent three- 
quarters of those who hold this 
view from stating that they 
would side with the West in

It should be noted that only 
one out of 20 Germans is a Com- 
munist sympathizer, the lowest 
figure in Europe, and that only 
one out of seven of these ap- 
prove Russia’s postwar actions. 


Surprisingly, it was found that 
almost one-third of West Euro- 
peans had not heard of the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community and 
the proposed European army. 
In The Netherlands two-thirds 
of the population favor it, = 

e 
next most favorable ratio was 
in Germany, with half the pop- 
ulation in favor and one-third 
against. France, Belgium, Italy 
and Great Britain are in favor 
of it by percentages of between 
40 and 45 to about 25 against. 


The European army does not 
have a clear majority of the 
population except in The Neth- 
erlands, but it does have a sub- 
stantial majority of those who 
expressed an opinion. Germany 
participation is not disapproved 
of by a majority in any country. 
It was discovered also that there 
was substantial popular support 
in Great Britain for that country 
to join the European Defense 
Community. 


Sentiment for European Union. 


The chief reasons found in 
Europe behind support of a Eu- 
ropean army were that there is 
strength in unity, that it would 
decrease the danger of aggres- 
sion and that it would be a step 
toward a united Europe. The 
inquiry showed that there is 
more sentiment for a European 
union than had been realized. 

The reasons against a Euro- 
pean army indicate a fear of 
loss of independence, the idea 
that a national army is better, 
sentiment that all armament is 
bad, fear in Germany that they 
would merely be supplying can- 
non fodder, fear in France that 
they would have to pull some- 
one else’s chestnuts out of the 
fire, and a certain small but 
definite distrust of each other. 
Although today a majority favor 
a European army, sentiment for 
national agmies appears to be 
growing. 

The United States is trusted 
by about 80 per cent, of Euro- 
pean nations as an ally. The 
percentages varied from mere 
than 90 per cent in Great Britain 
to 66 per cent in Italy. Those 
who would not trust the United 
States at all varied from 2 per 
cent in Great Britain to 9 per 
cent in Italy. 


Western Europeans’s trust in 
each other varies considerably. 
Neither France nor Germany 
has much faith in the other as 
an ally. Few people put much 
faith in Italy, Yugoslavia or 
Spain as allies, but political as 
well as practical attitudes affect 
these sentiments. 

US., Then The Netherlands. 

Next to the United States, The 
Netherlands is most trusted in 
the composite picture of Euro- 
pean sentiment, followed by 


Belgium, Great Britain, France 
and Western Germany. 


It can be seen that faith in 
the United States as an ally is 
the only cement that will make 
the European army and the con- 
tinuance and strengthening of 
NATO possible. 


Fear of war is widespread in 
Europe, although not in the 
British Isles. Although the be- 
lief is general that Russia would 
lose a war eventually, about 
twice as many Europeans do not 
think that Russia could be 
stopped from occupying their 
countries as believe that the 
Soviets could be stopped. Never- 
theless, in case of conflict be- 
tween Russia and the. United 
States, two-thirds of Western 
Europeans consider the war 
their affair too, and more than 
half would support taking sides. 

The further building up of 
military forces is favored by 
about half of Western Euro- 
peans with about three-quarters 
of the population of Great Brit- 
ain and The Netherlands sup- 
porting it. 

About one-third are against 
rearmamenit, with the largest 
percentage in Germany and 
France. 

The majority, if they had to 
choose between improving the 
standard of living and rearma- 
ment, favor improving the stand- 
ard of living first. 


Three to One Would Fight. 


In spite of their lack of con- 
fidence in stopping Russia, a 
three-to-one majority of Euro- 
peans who answered said they 
would fight in case Russia in- 
vaded, A large part will resist 
without much hope. With such 
sentiments it is not surprising 
that there is a large defeatist 
element in Western Europe, with 
perhaps a quarter of the popula- 
tion who are wholly defeatist 
and neutralist. 


There has been a great deal 


of misunderstanding of German’ 


feeling about American soldiers 
and occupation. The preponder- 
ance of West Germans rate the 
behavior of American soldiers 


An improvement in relations 
during the last year was noted 
by more than 40 per cent of the 
population of the American zone, 
while only 2 per cent thought 
they had worsened, Germans 
who know American soldiers or 
see them frequently give even 
more favorable responses. 


The reasons given by the Ger- 
mans for the improvement in 
relations are more cordiality and 
understanding on the part of 
the Americans, personal contacts 
through joint entertainments, 
improved behavior, less drunk- 
enness, less assumption of supe- 
riority and improved official co- 
operation such as between the 
M.P.s and the German police. 

The Germans are aware of the 
Christmas efforts made by the 
United States occupation forces, 
the gifts to children, and they 
appreciate the spirit, Last year 
more than 200, Germans 
mostly children and refugees, 
received gifts from the military 
forces, and on the other side 
175,000 German families invited

Not Rated Highly as Soldiers. 


Although the Germans like us 
and want us to stay in Germany, 
they do not rate us highly as 
soldiers, This opinion is improv- 
ing, but we still rate below the 
Russians, whom they dislike. 
More than half the Germans say 
we would fight very well against 
the Russians, but they attribute 
this more to the excellence and 
quantity of our armament than 
to the fighting ability of the 
soldiers. 


The Germans, of course, rate 
German soldiers as first in fight- 
ing ability. The Russians are 
rated second because they are 
more brutal, primitive and ro- 
bust; they can live on less and 
do not need modern conveni- 
ences; discipline is strict and 
they care less about dying.

Attomey General's Political : 
Might Pointed Up by White Feud 


3 Holders of Office in Last 30 Years Have 
Been Known More for Power Politics 
Than Legal Knowledge.

Practical politicians have long 
known that the Department of 
Justice is the key spot in the 
Government for advancing a 
party’s interests. It is no acci- 
dent or coincidence that within 
the last 30 years three Attor- 
neys General have been known 
more widely for their political 
activities than their knowledge 
of the law. 

In recent history, President 
Harding set the political prece- 
dent when he rewarded his 
campaign manager, Harry M. 
Daugherty, with the attorney 
generalship. Daugherty, as head 
of the “Ohio Gang,” demon- 
strated the partisan uses of this 
department. Since then three 
former national committee 
chairmen have held this high 
cabinet position — Homer S. 
Cummings and J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, Democrats, and Brow- 
nell, Republican. 

Change in Importance. 

In older times, the Post. Of- 
fice Department, with its thou- 
sands of local jobs, and the 
Treasury, with its Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, were ‘egard- 
ed as valuable political instru- 
ments. Today the Department 
of Justice, with its Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation and its 
anti-trust, criminal and tax di- 
visions, overshadows both 
this field. The patronage—the 
power to hand out Government 
jobs—is relatively small but its 
power over economic and po- 
litical organizations is great. 

Daugherty’s administration of 
the department ended in a 
scandal, He was succeeded by 
Republicans, under Coolidge, 
who lifted it to a higher plane. 
They were Harlan F, Stone, 


later a Chief Justice of the. 


United States, and John G. Sar- 
gent, a small town Vermont 
lawyer, who played little, if 
any, politics. President Hoover's 
choice was William D. Mitchell, 
who had been the Solicitor 
General. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt's first 
choice for Attorney General was 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of 
Montana, a relentless prosecu- 
tor of the Harding scandals, 
which had included a political 
attack on his Mohtana col- 
league, Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler. Walsh died. before he 
could be sworn in and Roose- 
velt turned to a former Nation- 
al Democratic Chairman, Cum- 
mings, of Connecticut. 

Cummings served six years— 
a long time for an Attorney 
General—and is probably most 
famous for his advocacy of 
Roosevelt's Supreme Court re- 
organization plan. Under Cum- 
mings, the department sent Boss 
Thomas J. Pendergast, Tru-

HE theory of Dr. Menzel;

HIS is volume four of 
T tow: Cartoon History. It 

follows his “Years of 
Wrath” published in 1946 
which covered the hot war.

last cartoon, March 31, 1953, 
has new actors on the scene:

In the years between Low 
recorded events with political 
insight. Insight he had to 
have in these sharp daily com- 
ments on events because 
hindsight is not available to 
a cartoonist meeting dead- 
lines. 


A skilled craftsman, he uses 
strong black, white and gray 


with the simplicity of a poster 
artist. His caricatures of pub- 
lic figures are expertly drawn 
and, incidentally, he and 
other British cartoonists in- 
dulge in more individual cari- 
catures than is the practice in 
the United States. Whether 
this is due to the concentra- 
tion of public figures on a 
smaller stage or whether is- 
sues are emphasized more 
than individuals on this side 
of the Atlantic is an interest- 
ing question. Certainly our 
public figures generally lack 
the pictorial oomph of John 
L. Lewis or the late W. J. 
Bryan. Even Low has diffi- 
culty with Eisenhower and 
Stassen. 

Much of the material in the 
latest volume is still unfin- 
ished business.

“The Voices of Silence,” 
crowning achievement of a 
passionate art scholar who is 
both novelist and archeologist, 
is likely to live as our cen- 
tury’s monument of art criti- 
cism.

This is the auther’s concept 
of the “Museum Without 
Walls,” made possible by the 
advancing arts of photograph- 
ic reproduction. These are 
bringing to today’s man-in- 
the-street opportunities for 
artistic enjoyment surpassing 
those of the last century’s con- 
noisseur.

The case for the validity of 
modern art’s unparalleled 
freedom of expression and 

_for its domination of its sub- 
ject matter grows gradually 
on the studént enrolled in an 
art history course. This case 
Malraux states with forthright 
energy at the outset and re- 
iterates with increasing force 
throughout the book. As an 
eye-opener for the anti-mod- 
ernist, “The Voices of Silence” 
is worth 10 college surveys of 
art history. 

Reproducing in full color a 


flat, unmodeled sketch for the 
“Pieta” of Delacroix and in 
black-and-white the finished 
work, Malraux shows that, as 
with Corot’s “Narni Bridge,” 
the sketch reflects the artist 
himself and the completed 
picture, the artificial stand- . 
ards of the day. Even Rubens 
marked those of his sketches 
he wished preserved. Mal- 
raux nicely points up the 
significance of all this: 

“So now that the illusionist 
realism was losing its ascend- 
ancy, two-dimensional paint- 
ing became better understood 
and, though no one realized it 
yet, modern Europe was mak- 
ing its first contacts with the 
arts of the rest of the world.

Towering strengths of “The 
Voices of Silence” are its 465 
illustrations, 15 in color, and 
the grandly conceived archi- 
tecture of their binding 
thought. There are compre- 
hensive synopses and lists of 
illustrations, but no index, No 
meaningful index, indeed, is 
possible, because of the struc- 
ture of the thought, recurring 
to such a key figure as Van 
Gogh, for instance, at least a 
dozen times, 


The book's sole weakness, 
which would be the more eas- 
ily forgivable were it not 
aimed at the general reader, 
lies in details of translation. 
As in his other renderings of 
French art criticism; Stuart 
Gilbert, probably seeking 7 
Gallic flavor to be appreci- 
ated by fellow linguists, em- 
ploys literal translations of 
French idioms. These, togeth- 
er with a fondness for reten- 
tion of the elided phrase, may 
make parts of the argument 
hard to follow, especially for 
the large public the book de- 
serves to reach.

The Atom in War and Peace 


REPORT-ON THE ATOM, by Gor- 
don Dean. (Alfred A. Knopf, 
321 pgs., illustrated, $5.)

T is entirely possible the 
| future of the world will de- 

pend on the number of 
persons who give thoughtful 
consideration to the problems 
outlined in this book by the 
former chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Atomic Energy Coni- 
mission. 


In simple, ‘non-technical 
language Gordon Dean de- 


scribes the nature of an atom- ' 


ic reaction; what the atom can 
do in peace and war; how 
much technical knowledge is 
shared by friendly and un- 
friendly nations throughout 
the world, and what can be 
done about controlling atomic 
energy and employing it in 
peace. 

For the reader starting 
from scratch, so to speak, the 
book will provide a_ history 
and a sober evaluation of 
atomic progress since the be- 
ginning of the wartime Man- 
hattan engineer district proj- 
ect, which resulted in the ex- 
plosion of the first atomic 
bomb over Hiroshima Aug. 6, 
1945. In a way it is an up-to- 
date and simplified Smyth re- 
port. 

“What appears in the fol- 
lowing pages is a report on 
the atom as I know it,” writes 
Dean, “That particular atom 
is made up of many more 
parts than electrons, protons 
and neutrons, Buzzing around, 
and very close to the nucleus 
of the atom I know, are budg- 
ets, appropriations, congres- 
sional hearings, labor dis- 
putes, materials shortages, 
prima donnas, earnest and pa- 
triotic people, irresponsible 
people, and all grades in be- 
tween: spies, martyrs, civil- 
ians, soldiers, heroes and her- 
etics.” 


These chapter headings con- 
vey an idea of the ground 
Dean has covered: 


The American approach to 
the atom; uranium is where 
you find it; the production 

line—ore to bombs; the ex- 
panding program; the head- 
aches; the payoff—weapons; 
the military and the atom; 
power — the peaceful goal; 
radioisotopes — ‘servants of 
man; the quest for knowledge; 
secrecy, security and spies; 
the international atom; be- 
hind the Iron Curtain and the 
way ahead.”

S for peaceful power, Dean 
records that the most sig- 
ificant , development to 

date occurred in 1951. In that 
year, he writes, the AEC, 
“largely through the prodding 
of -Charles Allen Thomas of 
the Monsanto Chemical Co. 


- (of St. Louis), instituted a pro- 


gram through which private 
industry could learn some- 
thing about reactor develop- 
ment.” 


It was under this program 
that eight industrial study 
groups teamed up. Monsanto 
worked with Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri and developed 

plans for a peacetime power 
producer. These plans have 
been put on the shelf for a 
time, incidentally. The AEC 
announced recently it would 
proceed on its own to build 
a power-producing reactor. 


Dean thinks private indus- 
try should be brought into the 
atomic energy picture  be- 
cause of the contribution that 
competition can make to tech- 
nological advancement and be- 
cause costs can be determined 
best in a free market,

E says that if private en- 
H terprise is excluded dur- 

ing the final development 
phase “the atomic power in- 
dustry, when it is ultimately 
born, may very likely wind up 
as a government monopoly— 
owned and managed by the 
AEC or some other federal 
agency.”

the possibility, the world 
might be plunged into war by 
some “Russian Hitler... a 
‘man emotionally unbalanced, 
a moody, egocentric man with 
a mad impulse to take his 
country into world war.” In 
such a case the United States 
should have a_ stockpile of 
bombs large enough to end 
the war decisively and speed- 
ily. 


“We must be ready if war 
should come—not ready to 
get ready,” Dean writes. 

Dean thinks the public 
should be given an idea of the 
size of our atomic stockpile, 
but carefully shies away from 
any statements that might in- 
volve national security. In 
general, he argues for a min- 
imum of secrecy. 

What the author has to say 
about the extent of the atomic 
knowledge possessed by other 
nations will surprise persons 
who have been led to believe 
the United States has a mo- 
nopoly on all such informa- 
tion that wasn’t stolen by 
spies.

The exact number of bombs 
possessed by the Russians is 
unimportant, Dean thinks, but 
he says it is vita] that Amer- 
icans understand and base 
their defense plans on the 
“distressing fact” that the Rus- 
sians have enough bombs, if 
delivered on the target, to 
hurt this country badly. 

Dean offers a program, 
which includes a heavy meas- 
ure of public education, to 
guide atomic energy develop- 
ment in the near future. But 
to the question, “What really 
is in store for mankind in the 
Atomic Age?” he answers, 
“Who knows?” 

Dr. Robert Oppenheimer, 
director of the institute for 
advanced study at Princeton 
and wartime ‘of the 
Los Alamos Laboratory, has 
described the book as “ad- 
mirable — informative, un- 
pretentious and earnest.”

N admirably succinct 
note, printed even in 
front of the title page, 

warns the reader what to ex- 

pect in this small book. “This 
dramatic story,” it says, “writ- 
ten in the form of a film 
scenario, is based on the case 
of the murderers Burke and 

Hare which came to trial in 

Edinburgh more than a hun- 

dred years ago. It centers 

around the figure of Thomas 

Rock, a lecturer in anatomy, 

and the body-snatchers who 

supply corpses for medical 
theaters. It is a grim subject, 

to which the author brings a 

poetic quality, both in dia- 

logues spoken by the diverse 
male and female characters 


and in the ‘film shooting di- 
rections.’ ”’ 


One further warning needs 
to be added. This is not a 
mystery story. The several 
murders are presented as they 
happened, in all their poetic 
grimness. There is no ques- 
tion, either, that the murder- 


trail is too broad, too many 
people know. 

In this approach to the 
story, perhaps, lies the source 
of a moral confusion that 
keeps the printed version 
from attaining its potential 
effectiveness. The story was 
originally intended as a study 
of “the end justifies the 
means,” with the ultimate dis- 
closure of the means consti- 
tuting a tragic cutting short of 
Dr. Rock’s brilliant, earnest, 
scientific career. But the 
scenario itself instroduces the 
story as a study in evil, a po- 
etic subject certainly, but not 
a tragic subject (as Shake- 
speare recognized when he 
made the E d-Gl 
plot subordinate to the central 
plot in “Lear”), Dr. Rock's 
passion for pure science, the 
end that should justify the 
ugly means, is scarcely men- 
tioned; instead he seems al- 
most a poseur, gaining his 
popularity by an Oscar-Wilde- 
ish rhetoric rather than by de- 
votion to his subject. 

The net result is undoubted- 
ly poetic, macabre, and dif- 
ferent. Which is, of course, 
a good deal. . 

Maybe the finished film, al- 
ways, as Donald Taylor points 
out, as much the result of

National Church Council Throws 


Weight of 30 Denominations to! 


No-Color-Bar Slums Clearance 


By NEIL 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP) — 


MacNEIL 
The National Council of the 


Churches of Christ threw its support this week to a dynamic 
“non-segregated” program to clean up the nation’s slums. 

The church organization, representing 30 Protestant and 
Eastern Orthodex faiths, called for a slum rehabilitation program 
through strict enforcement of local, county and stete housing laws. 

Its proposal closely parallels nation-wide programs sponsored 
by the National Association of Home Builders and the National 


Association of Real Estate 
Boards. Federal Housing Com- 
missioner Guy T. O. Hollyday 
disclosed récently that his agen- 
cy is studying ways to “invite” 
private capital into such slum 
rehabilitation work. 

In a speci! resolution approved 
by the counefl’s 125-member gen- 
eral board, the group urged the 
35,000,000 Americans whom it 
claims te represent to back up 
its housing proposals. The reso- 
lution promptly was called to 
the attention eof housing offi- 


cials. 
Has Own Plan. 

Federal Housing Chief Albert 
M. Cole plans to submit his own 
proposals for a new government 
housing program to President 
Eisenhower in the near future. 
Cole has had government and 
private experts working on the 
programs since July, 

In its resolution, the council 
said “millions of Americans 
dwell in indecent and ovef- 
crowded housing.” In “congested 
slum areas” throughout the na- 
tion, it said, these persons are 
deprived of the “elementary 
necessities for’ wholesome com- 
5 family and personal liv- 

ng.” 
“This contributes to juvenile 
delinquency, erime, divorce, dis- 
ease, alcoholism, narcotics ad- 
diction and a host of other moral 
and social problems,” it said. 

The resolution was proposed 
by Charles Taft, brother of the 
late Senator Robert A, Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio. 

Calls on Industry. 

The council said the nation 
must “enlist all its potential 
strength to solve the critical 
housing problem.” It called on 
the construction and banking in- 
dustries, local, state and federal 
governments, and citizens’ groups 
to “assume a share of responsi- | 
bility” in solving the problem.

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 21 
(UP)—U.C.L.A., denied a Rose 
Bowl bid last year by two points, 
won its way into the 1954 New 
Year’s game today by defeating 
hard-fighting Southern Califor- 
nia, 13 to 0, while Stanford was 


being held to a 21-21 tie by 
California. 

The ball bounced the right 
way for U.C.L.A. both at home 
and in Palo Alto as-the Bruins 
capitalized on breaks to set up 
both their scoring opportunities 
here before 85,366 fans. The de- 
feat avenged Southern Califor- 
nia’s 14-to-12 victory last year, 
which sent the Trojans into the 
Rose Bowl instead of U.C.L.A. 

UC.L.A., however, needed 
those breaks as it was unable 
to reach scoring territory on 
direct drives, although getting 
down inside the Southern Cal- 
ifornia 20 time after time, only 
to have the Trojan defenses 
stiffen and turn the Bruins back. 

Paul Cameron, U.C.L.A.’s All- 
America halfback candidate, 
sparked the second touchdown 
drive. But the first score, which 
in the final analysis gave 
U.C.L.A. the victory, was scored 
by Fullback Bob Davenport.and 
set up by Safety Man Milt Davis 
on a 30-yard runback of a punt 
after Southern Cal was penalized 
back to its one-yard line. 

The Western representative in 
the Rose Bowl will not be named 
officially until Monday. But by 
today’s win, U.C.L.A. posted a 
record of six conference vic- 
tories and one defeat while Stan- 
ford ended its season with five 
wins, one defeat and a tie. 

The huge throng at Memorial 
Coliseum, however, reserved its 
loudest yells for reports from up 
North on the Stanford-California 
game as Southern California's 
case of fumbleitis throughout the 


game gave U.C.L.A. an over- 
whelming advantage in the 
rugged play. 


The stoutness of the defenses 
was shown by statistics that gave 
Southern Cal 49 yards net rush- 
ing and U.C.L.A. only 14 in the 
first half. It was the same in 
first half passing in which 
Southern California had 31 
yards to a minus two for U.C.

NE of the most discussed 
0 angles of the boking situ- 

ation In this country today 
is the lack of talent—and 
what to do about it. Observ- 
ers agree that the . general 
prosperity and the ease with 
which young men may obtain 
employment in lines of indus- 
try with a future, is the chief 
reason so few are willing to 
make the sacrifices necessary 
to follow the rigid life of pro- 
fessional boxing. 

And one of their pat re- 
marks is “I’m certainly not 
hoping for this, but a busi- 
ness depression would send 
more boys into the gymnasi- 
ums,” 

In France, as elsewhere in 
Europe, there has been a big 
increase in the number of 
boxers and the general low 
level of the economic situa- 
tion is the chief reason, Jean 
Bretonnel, manager of Pierre 
Langlois, middleweight boxer 
says. 

“There are 20 gymnasiums 
in Paris alone,” he remarked. 
“and in many of them boys 
who work at inudstrial jobs 
durin the day train for box- 
ing at night. 

“They read of the big sums 
paid to boxers in the United 
States, particularly, and they 
are anxious to engage in the 
boxing business. So they come 
in from the factories and the 
farms to learn the game.” 


Some of them have done 
real well in recent years, too. 
Marcel Cerdan, of France, 
won the middleweight cham- 
pionship with a knockout over 
Tony Zale, lost it in Detroit 
to Jake La Motta and then 
was killed in an airplane crash 
on his way back to this coun- 
try for a return match with 
La Motta, a match in which he 
would have been the undoubt- 
ed favorite. 

Then Randy Turpin of Eng- 
land captured the middle- 
weight crown from Ray Rob- 
inson by a decision in Eng- 
land and lost it back to Rob- 
inson on a knockout in New 
York. He recently lost a de- 
cision to Cari (Bobo) Olson 
to decide the successor to 
Robinson, who had retired. 

Mickey Laurent and Robert 
Villemain are other French 
fighters who did real well, fi- 
nancially, in this country. 
And Langlois hasn't done 
badly, either, with eight bouts 
here this year, most of them 
on television. 

More boxers from Europe 
may be expected to come 
over and try their luck soon.

. WEILL, manager of 

Rocky Marciano, heavy- 

weight champion of the 
world, ro} recently that while 
he was in France with his mid- 
dleweight charge, Ernie Du- 
rando, he had an opportunity 
to see many good prospects 
among European boxers and 
had arranged to bring a couple 
of them to this country for 
bouts. 

*They’re hungry over there,” 
said Weill, “and that’s what 
makes fighters. They sée an 
opportunity to get ahead much 
faster in the ring than in any 
other fine of endeavor.” 

Ruling out the possibility of 
a depression as to the way to 
produce more boxers, Ray Ar- 
cel, director of -*Saturday 
night? fights on television, 
thinks that small clubs must 
be encouraged to keep the 
supply of talent moving along. 
toward the big tent. 

With this idea most boxing 
men are in agreement. And 

they point to the fact that al- 
together too many youngsters 
are rushed along to television ° 
bouts without proper season- 
ing. 

Chuck Davey is the out- 

standing example of a boy 
who advanted much too quick- 
ly for his own good. He was 
propelled into a title match 
with Kid Gavilan in Chicago 
this year, long before he was 
ready, with the result he made 
a sorry showing and was 
stopped. 
. But with television shows 
demanding more fighters than 
are available to fulfill their 
commitments, boys just insist 
upon takige the chance before 
they’re ready. 

You hear boxers of 15 or 20 
years ago’alk of the difficulty 
they had getting purses of 
even $1000 or $1500. Now a 
boy who gets'a chance on tele- 
vision gets that, at least, plus 
his share of gate receipts and 
if they appear on the recog- 
nized big TV shows, they get 
much more. 

Some boxers complain now 
when their share of receipts 
amounts to $5000 or $6000, 
but they don’t stop to realize 
that for them-to receive that 
amount of mgney they would 
have to draw about $30,000 
gross at the gate without tele- 
vision. And how -many gates 
for ordinary matches ever 
reached that amount before 
TV? 


Plus Renewals! 
ND there’s another handy 
little gadget to help box- 
ers earn money. That’s 
the re-run of fights on TV. 
For this a boxer is paid again 
for a fight he may have 
fought years earlier. 

The contest between Lee 
Savold and Joe Louis, for in- 
stance, was shown on tele- 
vision several times, for which 
Savold and Louis received 
$250 apiece. 

In the fight Louis knocked 
oyt Savold in the sixth round.

States 
Junior outdoor meet and also 
competed in the Western cham- 
pionships. Moreover, Frank 
Thompson took a big group of 
juniors and boys to Memphis 
for a round-robin tournament 
in which St. Louis literally 
“mopped up” the courts in com- 
petition with players from Jack- 
son, Miss., Little Rock, and 
Memphis. 

With that added tournament 
experience in summer months 
and indoor courts for winter 
practice, St. Louisans now in 
the United States indoor tour- 
nament will be sent against 
some of the nation’s best—play- 
ers from Miami, Texas, B 
lyn, Rhode Island, Chicago, Ok- 
lahoma City, Denver, Indiana 
University and many other 
points.

S« LOUIS COUNTY is one of the 76 counties in Missouri in 


In 1900, records shows, there 
were no beavers in north Mis- 
souri. Fifteen years later they 
had disappeared from the entire 
state. Attempts to bring back 
the beaver were begun by the 
game department in 1928. 


Once extinct in Missouri, the beaver has been protected 
from hunter and trapper since 1929. However, it has made such 
a comeback that the Missouri Conservation Commission decided a 
short trapping season this year was in order. ,

So successful has been this 
continuing project that a recent 
statewide survey disclosed there 
were 2490 active beaver colonies 
in Missouri, representing more 
than 12,000 of the furbearers. 
Beavers are now found in all 
but 17 of Missouri’s 114 coun- 
ties. Technicians say they are 
increasing at a rate of about 60 
per cent a year, representing a 
comeback as phenomenal as that 
of the whitetail deer. 
Areas of densest concentra- 
tion include east-central Mis- 
souri, where the beaver cah be 
found in large numbers on the 
Meramec, Bourbeuse and Big 
rivers and their tributaries, as 
well as on the Missouri river. 
Among the counties to be 
opened for trapping Dec. 1, be- 
sides St. Louis county, are Gas- 
conade, Franklin, Jefferson, 
Crawford and Washington. 
Role in City’s History. 

HE return of the beaver is 
T particularly interesting to 

St. Louisans, since this city 
early in the nineteenth century 
was a great fur-trading center. 
At that time beavers comprised 
the bulk of the trapping and 
trading done in North 

Excellent swimmers, “Seivers 
have been known to stay under 
water for more than 20 minutes. 
They have: lips that close in 
back of long, van incisor 
teeth, allowing them to work 
under water without getting 
water in the mouth. 

Dams built by. beavers are 
used to maintain a constant wa- 
ter level in the pools in which 
they live. In the pool, a lodge, 
made of branches and saplings 
cut by the beaver’s sharp teeth, 
is constructed, having an under- 
water entrance and a dry plat- 
form for sleeping and eating. 

The furbearer attains a 
length of 43 inches and weighs 
from 30 to 70 pounds, although 
those weighing close the 
higher figure are a ‘rarity. A 
63-pound beaver was live- 
trapped by a. popeereeein eaaes 
and removed from Aux Vasse 
creek near Fuiton,’ Mo., re- 
cently. 

A new leaflet outlining beav- 

er-skinning procedure has been 
prepared by the Missouri Cou- 
servation Commission and is 
available from _ conservation 
agents or by writing the com- 
mission at the Monroe Building 
in Jefferson City. 

“Beavers are handled differ- 
ently from any other Missouri 
furbearer,” Allen Brohn, a state 
biologist, said. “They are 
skinned in a different manner 
and must be stretched round. 
Correct handling can result in 
greater value to the trapper.” 

Pelt prices for the furbearer 
showed a considerable decline 
last year, when 485 beavers were 
trapped under special permit 
after proof of damage. The aver- 
age aoe paid for Missouri pelts 
was $6.06, although one fine

TANPA PLANS FOR 
GASPARILLA WEEK 


The year 1954 is the Golden 
Jubilee year for Tampa's fa- 
mous Gasparilla Pirate Krewe 
and Tampa, as befitting the only 
city in the world certain to be 
invaded and captured by pi- 
rates next Feb. 8, is busy with 


preparations for the anniversary 
festival. 


In one Tampa shipyard some- 
thing unusual is happening. A 
new pirate ship is taking shape 
-—the first pirate ship to be 
built in the past two centuries 
and possibly the only ship ever 
built for purely piratical pur- 
poses. The new corsair is a 
trim, bark-rigged replica of an 
eighteenth century West India- 
man, 135 feet long, 35 feet 
beam, and built entirely of steel 
including the three masts tow- 
ering 100 feet above decks. 

The ship, to be launched about 
Dec. 1, will bear the name of 
Jose Gasparilla, the bloodthirsty 
old pirate who ravaged the Flo- 
rida West Coast around the close 
of the eighteenth century until 
a United States warship put an 
abrupt terminus to his career. 

Tampa's socialite group which 
perpetuates the pirate legends 
of Florida was organized in 1904, 
and during the ensuing half-cen- 
tury has built the Gasparilla Pi- 
rate Festival into one of the 
major spectacles of the nation. 
For a solid week there are 
sounds of buccaneer revelry 
throughout Tampa, with parades, 
costume balls and street danc- 
ing. 

This season Gasparilla week 
begins Monday, Feb. 8 when the 
new “Jose Gasparilla’” sails on 


200 ships of all sarts, pleasure 
craft and Navy and Coast Guard 
vessels. The triumphal parade 
of the pirates will follow an 
hour later. It is the nation’s 
largest spéctacle parade and an-- 
nually attracts Florida's great- 
est single-day crowds. 

Gasparilla week wil unfold 
during the 12-day run of the 
Florida state fair at Tampa, 
which opens Feb, 2.

To learn the answer I had 
flown 7000 miles from New York 
to Lima. I had held my breath 
while a_ single-engine plane 
picked its way hesitantly over 
the Andes... . urged a seaplane 
over jungle between bends of 
the upper Amazon. .. . cheered 
a straining launch against the 
water of the mountains and 
headed toward the Atlantic, 3000 
miles away. . 

Now I was walking a jungle 
path chosen by my guide at a 
point along a green-walled river. 
The tangled growth ahead was 
thick as the guide cut his way 
through it with a machete. 

_I followed, carrying a movie 
camera, Behind me ambled two 
bearers with equipment and 
gifts that I hoped would please 
the men I was about to visit, the 
Jivaro Indians, who cut off 
heads. 

So we came to the “jivaria,” 
or communal house of the In- 
dian Chief, Chumbika, of the 
Huambisas tribe, whose father, 
Cajeke, had recently diéd. 

“Chumbika is chief now,” Jose, 
my guide oor

“a Jivaro chief “who had 
killed four men and taken four 
heads. Of medium height, erect, 
not more than 30° years old, a 
weather-beaten face, and not 
very friendly, he looked like I 
thought a head hunter was sup- 
posed to look. 

Inside the jivaria I gave to 
Chumbika the _ knife had 
brought. He took it without 
glancing at me, tested it with 
his finger soberly, sharpening 
his lance with it. That meant he 
liked it, but he did not yet like 


me. 

Chumbika could talk and his 
language could be understood by 
Jose.

N an {mpulse I had brought 
() sions an ancient phonograph 
and with it, three records.

ISHERMEN know the trail that drops down from High- 

way 19, about half-way between Round Spring. and 

Eminence, to the Randolph Hole on Current  Tivér;

= more of seven-year-old pine which was burned over 

summer. Practically every tree was killed and, al- 
pr new seedlings are beginning to show on the 
forest floor, all those years have been lost. And this 
fire was set deliberately by a young pyromaniac for no 
better reason than that he likes to watch the woods 


burn., While the fire crew was struggling in the steep 
hollows and along the ridges to bring this fire under 
control, he crossed to another ridge a mile away and 
strung out a whole new set of blazes.

_ Throughout the Seton Porter Forest as a whole, 
however, fire protection has been excellent during 
recent years. And one obviops result of this was 
the magnificent coloring of the oaks which fairly 
set the ridges aflame. Moreover, in a mature for- 
est such as this, one of the important small trees 
in the “under-story” is the dogwood. We saw many 
of these with a trunk diameter of nearly six 
inches which is unusual in a species that is highly 
susceptible to fire. Besides its beauty in both 
spring and autumn, the dogwood has a good com- 
mercial value when it reaches this size, since it 
is the preferred wood for making weaving shuttles.

It said, by staying away 
from B pictures, that it didn’t 
want any more such tripe. Mis- 
leading advertising, which 
called too many films the great- 
est ever produced, contributed 
to the present debacle by caus- 
ing a loss of confidence. .Many 
didn’t even believe the honest 
advertisements. 

Movies turned out on a pro- 
duction line like automobiles are 
only a grim memory now. Each 
major studio will make only 
about a dozen films this year, 
and perhaps less in succeeding 
years. 

Some producers are throwing 
up a lot of dust over new medi- 
ums of projections—3D, Cinera- 
ma, Cinemascope and the like— 
but their arrival is only coinci- 
dental. They are devices that 
came along at a good time to 
hypo sagging box office figures. 
With any of these gimmicks, 
your imagination makes you see 
more than actually is there. A 
good story well told will hold 
your interest even on a 17-inch 
screen. 

What has happened to all of 
the talent that used to make the 
hundreds and hundreds of pot-

Hollywood, and most of its 
people, have had to pull up 
sharply and take stock. Salaries 
of $100,000 a year—and up — 
will be many fewer. This is be- 
cause studios with tremendous 


electricians, .grips,. hair- 


overheads — weekly salaries to 
expensive players, writers, direc- 
tors, producers and other execu- 
tives whether working or not— 
must unload. M.-G.-M. had the 
most of everything, including 
overhead. It reportedly had to 
add 58 per cent to the actual 
cost of every picture to take 
care of overhead. Columbia's 
charge was 27 per cent, sald to 
be the lowest. 


Producing companies formed 
by individuals — like Humphrey 
Bogart’s, which has made a half 
dozen good pictures, including 
“African Queen,” and John 
Wayne’s company — make films 
for a million that would cost the 
big studios two or three times 
that. Their between-pictures 
overhead is practically nil. They 
hire people they need when they 
need them. They rent studio 
space and lights and cameras 
and sets by the day.

HERE is no doubt that be- 

fore long most pictures will 

be made by small producing 
units, headed by a star and a 
direcior. They will film only 
quality pictures — successful 
stories or plays or, if originals, 
containing elements that are 
bound to please the masses. 


The story will be considera- 
tion No.1, It always should have 
been, but too often the story 
was secondary. The stars — in 
the good old days before TV and 
other competition when people 
went to the movies out of habit 
or to get off their tired feet— 
often gave the illusion of enter- 
tainment. Even in these days 
of great competition, good mov- 
ies with solid stories are making 
more money than ever. 


Picture making developed into 
something like -the revolving 
squirrel cage. More pictures 
needed more people — actors, 
writers and directors. Because 
they were getting paid weekly— 
competition even for mediocre 
talent being so great this was 
necessary—they had to be kept 
busy. So pictures were made to 
meet commitments at the aver- 
age rate of one a week by the 
seven or eight large studios. No 
one ever has found a way to 
make a writer be inspired. The 
scenarist, working against a 
deadline, often wrote what 
looked like a script but, when 
filmed, smelled like burning 
burlap. 


But that picture already had 
been sold, under the old system 
of block booking. The producing 
companies sold only to their own 
theaters. Theaters which were 
not owned by these companies 
also had to take the whole year’s 
penducs, not just the good ones. 

Government tossed the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act at Hol- 
lywood, and teday’s revolution 
was started. 

But the greatest force, the 
public, eventually would have 
made block booking unprofitable 
if the Government hadn’t made 
it illegal. 

Hollywood has learned, the 
hard way, that the public will 
not buy anything less than the 
best. The strictly romantic pic- 
ture, with little more than heavy 
breathing, has been replaced by 
solid stori2s in which the roman- 
tic interest is played down. In 
the early days the movies were 
largely preoccupied with the 
straight biological urge. There 
is no counterpart today for Val- 
entino and John Gilbert of silent 
picture fame. 

Today there is little immoral- 
ity for immorality’s sake. Octa- 
sionally, a suggestive line or a 
situation is sneaked into a pic- 
ture by writers and directors 
who—when they were little— 
wrote things on fences. But such 
lines and situations are the ex- 
ception, 

And so it can truthfully be 
said that Hollywood is growing 
up. The movies will continue 
to grow and be potent in enter- 
taining and educating the world. 
They always will bring prosper- 
ity to those with talent and 
imagination and courage. 

The enormous returns were 
explained once to a famous gam- 
bler, Nick the Greek. 

While he didn’t invest he did 
acknowledge that “movies are 
the only legitimate business that 
pay off like a racket.”

Seott acting like Macy’s on the University of Hlinois campus. No one who meets him off 


the football field can recall ever having seen him hurry. 


He dresses slowly, spends a 
long time under the shower and 
is usually the last man to arrive 
at the training table. He eats 
with the speed of a baby turtle 
and when he sips on a bottle of 
soda pop there are those who 
wonder whether he will ever 
finish it. On the rare occasions 
when he drives a borrowed car, 
his tempo slackens even more. 
Each intersection undergoes min- 
ute scrutiny before he under- 
takes its crossing. 


But when he steps on the foot- 
ball field, something happens to 
transform J. C. Caroline, the 
slow-moving 20-year-old Negro 
sophomore from Columbia, S.C., 
into the phenomenon known 
simply as J. C., perhaps the 
fastest and hardest runner in 
college football. 

Take the time he raced the 
rabbit, As one of his elose 
frierids tells it, this rabbit dart- 
ed into the deserted stadium one 
afternoon last summer. J. C. was 
practicing with a friend. The 
friend was kidding him about 
being out of condition. J. C. 
spotted the rabbit and gave 
chase, up and down and around 
the stadium. He didn’t catch it, 
but he was never far behind. 
Finally, the exhausted rabbit 
ducked under a bench to rest. 
The animal was pulled out, pant- 
grinned a little 
and allowed that this rabbit sure 
was one tired rabbit. 


This, then, is the man whose 
Mame was unknown on the 
campus only a few months ago 
and who has since gained fame 
by breaking the immortal Red 
Grange’s 30-year record for 
total yardage in one season. 
Grange’s record was 1260 yards 
while J. C. ran 1483 yards, not 
including today’s game. Caro- 
line did this during the first 
year that he was eligible to play 
with the varsity, and while he 
was at it he also broke the Big 
Ten record for yardage gained 
from scrimmage by rushing 821 
yards, not including today. 
Furthermore, ‘he has ‘been 
named on two early All-America 
teams, the first Illinois player 
to break into suth company as 
a sophomore since the golden 
days of the Galloping Ghost. 


What makes J. C. run? 


This is not a simple question 
to answer, for in a group never 
noted for expansively articulate 
philosophizing J. C. stands out 
as the master of the bashful 
shrug and the muttered mono- 
syllable. 


“We find out more about him 
in the papers than we do from 
J. C.," says Bob Lenzini, one 
of his teammates. 

I was with J. C. when he was 
notified that he had made an 
All-America team. He seemed 
about as affected as a citizen 
who had just been informed 
that there would be hot dogs for 
supper. And when newgreel 
cameramen fussed about him 
the other afternoon, J. C. polite- 
ly mentioned that he only had 
time until 10 minutes to 1 
o'clock. 


“Can’t miss those classes,” he 
said. 
* a. — 
HE J. C. Caroline mystery 
begins with his name. Born 
in Warrenton, Ga. (popula- 
tion 1284), J.C. was raised by his 
maternal grandparents until he 
was 14. By that time his pa- 
rents, who had separated when 
J. C. was small, had become rec- 
onciled and he lived with 
them. J. C.’s grandfather, James 
Caroline, named the boy after 
his own initials and last name. 
The letters J. C. stand for noth- 
ing more, but at home the boy 
was usually called Jay. 


When J. C. was in the fourth 
grade the family moved to Co- 
lumbia and it was here, at the 
age of six or seven, that Illinois’s 
sensational halfback first 
played football. He was a skin- 
ny lad of average size, but he 
played hard, using dirt streets 
of the neighborhood as a field 
and a bundle of rags or an old 
tomato can as a football. Was 
he a fast man then? 

P ‘e had a little speed,” says 

In 1947, something important 
happened. J. C. and his family 
moved to Jacksonville, Fla., 
where his father had a job driv- 
ing a truck for a wholesale pro- 
duce market. He got J. C. a job 


“ at the same place. The boy 


went to work at 5 a.m., loaded 
trucks until noon, then attended 
classes until 5 p.m. and went out 
for football, basketball and other 
sports after that. He made $15 
to $20 a week, but the signifi- 
cant development was that his 
job introduced him to fruit. He 
had never eaten much fruit, but 
at the market he could eat all 
he wanted. He developed a ter- 
rific appetite for fruit, especially 
bananas. He could eat 10 of 
them before going to sleep 
around midnight. 

J. C. dates his physical de- 
velopment back to those days. 
He now is six feet tall, weighs 
177 pounds (184 pounds at the 
start of the season) and is pow- 
erfully built, especially around 
the shoulders. Everything grew 
up but the ankles and calves.

High School in Jacksonville, 
J. C. thought he might make

N 1949, the family moved back 
[t Columbia and at Booker T. 
Washington High School. J. C. 
ran into good fortune again. This 
time luck met him in the form 
of husky John McHugh, the foot- 
ball coach, J. C. was on the bas- 
ketball team and was good at 
several other sports, including 
the 100-yard dash (:09.9 sec- 
onds), discus throwing (139 feet) 
and the broad jump (21-11), but 
he looked best while carrying 
a football. 


“Jay was strong and fast,” Mc- 
Hugh has since recalled. “So 
were a lot of boys. But Jay had 
drive. He had the will to do it.” 

J. C. made All-America prep 
at Booker T. Washington and his 
school grades were good. Selec- 
tion of a college for him became 
an enterprise in which much of 
the town took a personal interest. 
He wouldn’t have been able to 
play football at a non-Negro 
school in the South and since 
Coach McHugh and Pete Evans, 
a Columbia grocer and another 
close friend of J. C., were Illi- 
nois fans, the U. of I. became 
their choice. Ray Eliot, the Illi- 
nois coach, checked Caroline’s 
scholastic standing and told him 
he was welcome. 

J. C.’s reception at Urbana 
was friendly but unspectacular. 
Since he has no athletic scholar- 
ship and pays the full out-of- 
state tuition fee, he works to 
stay in school. He rooms with 
another Negro student in a small) 
but comfortable cubicle of a 
barracks in the  university’s 
Parade Grounds housing proj- 
ect. J. C. pays $10 a month for 
his quarters. His bed is equip- 
ped with a G.I. blanket and his 
belongings are kept in a metal 
locker next to the small table, 
where he does his homework. 

In a week when he can put in 
enough hours, J. C. averages

around $30 from his jobs. He 
has done digging on a construc- 
tion project and checked skates 
at the campus ice rink, but most- 
ly he works for Bill Hagerman, 
superintendent of the VU. of L” 
stadium. In the summertime J. 
C. and a gang of other boys 
paint the bleacher seats gray. 
It’s not the sort of job that puts 
students in a gay mood, but 
Hagerman has found that when 
J. C. is in the crew the boys sing 
and kid and get an extraordinary 
amount of painting done. 


Caroline usually skips break- 
fast and eats a free evening meal 
at the trajning table. For lunch 
he walks to the Inman Hotel in 
downtown Champaign. It’s*quite 
a walk from the campus, but it’s 
cheaper than taking the bus and 
at the hotel there is a free meal 
—usually just milk and _ ice 
cream, unless there happen to 
be shrimps around, which J. C. 
can put away in remarkable 
quantities—and there is the val- 
ued friendship of the rotund, 
fatherly Negro chef, Herbert 
Nesbitt. J. C. cleans vegetables 
and does odd jobs around the 
Inman kitchen, and counsels with 
Nesbitt about his problems— 


OFF THE RECORD

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(“There’s always a way,” the 
older man likes to tell his pro- 
tege). Significantly, J. C. al- 
ways addresses Nesbitt as “‘chef,” 
just as any man slightly older 
than himself is always “mister.” 

Despite his less than affluent 
status, J. C. hasn’t made capital 
of the widespread and entirely 
legitimate practice of selling his 
football tickets. A player is en- 
titled to two free tickets. and 
may buy two more at the regu- 
lar price. Sometimes tickets can

O doubt about it: J. C. has 
N electrified Illinois football 

fans. Some 600 photographs 
of him have been requested and 
mailed by the university in re- 
cent weeks, Jay gets as many as 
15 personal fan letters per mail 
delivery. At the games, the 
chant of “Go, J. C.!” booms forth 
every bit as frantically from the 
faculty section as it does from 
lesser ranks. The number of 
gate-crashers has increased ap- 
preciably since his rise to fame 
and the assistant business man- 
ager of the university has 
sprained an ankle while chasing 
them. J. C.’s well-being is every- 
one’s concern. When word 
spread the other day that he had 
trouble with his left big toe, 
faces turned grave. 

J. C, remained calm and un- 
affected throughout it all. He 
worried about his big toe, for 
example, but had no trouble 
falling asleep on the plane en 
route to a game. Neighbors in 
his barracks say that he has 
turned more introspective, if 
anything, since last year, when 
he occasionally said a word or 
two to the effect that he would 
like to. make the team. When he 
was taken to the Bethel A.M.E. 
Church in Champaign a few 
Sundays ago and introduced to 
the congregation by the pastor 
after services, he managed to

E’S one of the most 

dogged workers I’ve ever

“He’s serious about his edu-

His steady girl, a 
19-year-old junior at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina whom 
he met in junior high school, 
came up for the homecoming’ 
game. For Dad’s day, his father, 
Bennie Gordon, Coach McHugh, 
the Columbia superintendent of 
schools, and other home town 
friends came to see J. C. play. 
They could make the 800-mile 
trip only by driving all night 
and had to drive right back after 
the game. McHugh said that J. 
C. was bigger news back home 
than an enormous new atomic 
plant going up in the area. And 
the youngsters all want to be

ex f be like J. C. is to be tough, 
calm and sensible. J. C. hasn't 
spent a day in bed since he was 
kicked in the thigh rather badly 
during the first year in ‘high 
school. He tried a cigarette 
once in the sixth grade and 
hasn’t smoked since. He dis- 
likes steak, and no amount of 
kidding from his teammates 
(“Steaks don’t taste like hominy 
grits!”) has made him eat it. He 
stays away from candy bars and 
drinks containing acids. He 
doesn’t touch liquor or beer. 
Atout four hours before a game 
he has orange juice, two eg 
and two slices of toast. Althoug 
he has no recorded religious 
preference, he has been attend- 
ing mass with his Catholic team- 
mates before games. 

“Sometimes I tense up right 
before the kick-off,” he admits, 
“but after the first play or 80 
I’m all right.” Does he cover 
nine feet with each stride as 
has been rumored? “When I’m 
really running, | can cover five 
yards in two strides,” says the 
owner of the famous legs that 
perform this feat. After a game, 
J.C. has no appetite. He sips a 
pint of milk and toward 9 p.m. 
he usually has orange juice, milk 
and maybe a couple of hambur- 
ger sandwiches.

The Perils of Analysis 


By Ely Culbertson 


NYONE who makes a vocation or avocation of writing bridge 
articles is faced with the endless nightmare of faulty analysis 
of bridge hands.’ One can spend hours on the examination of 
this, that and other lines of play or defense, after which he should 
be able to conclude that the hand can or cannot be made—and 
then, horror of horrors, somebody in Weepers Gulch, Idaho, whose 
greatest delight in life is to upset applecarts, stays up all night 
with the hand and discovers that a fifth or even a sixth plan would 


work out. 

Experienced bridge writers 
are 80 keenly conscious of this 
danger that the cautious. ones 
among them make it a rule 
never to say: “The hand is un- 
makable.” They would bet 
about 50 to 1 that it really is 
unmakable, but they would not 
stick out their necks in print. 
And frankly, this writer wishes 
that he were the cautious type, 
because there have been occa- 
sions when he regretted making 
categorial statements. 

Presumably, other writers 
feel the same way. ‘There is

a (AP)—The steam is up on 
the 15,902-ton S.S. Gothic after

It is the third time the Gothic 
has been picked to take royalty 
on the ill-fated Australian trip. 
The first time—in 1949—the 
voyage was canceled when King 
George VI had an operation on 
his leg. 

In February 1952 the Gothic 
was waiting with steam up at 
Mombassa, Kenya, for the 
Queen—then Elizabeth 
-—to come aboard and travel to 
Australia in her father’s place. 
The trip was canceled by the 
sudden death of King George.

BERKELEY, Calif., Nov, .21 
(AP)—It is a big jump from the 
Sierras to the Himalayas, but 11 
California mountaineers are 
ready to make it. 

Next spring, they will make 
an assault on the fourth highest 
mountain in the world—un- 
conquered, 27,790-foot Makalu 
peak. They hope to put Makalu 
with Everest and Anna 
two other mighty Himalaya sum- 
mits finally climbed after years 
of effort. 

The Nepalese government has 
approved the expedition, giving 
the Americans precedence over 
a British crew headed by Sir 
Edmund Hillary, conquerer of 
Everest. Hillary, who also wants 
@ crack at Makalu, will get his 
peony 6 . 1955 if the Californi- 


artnet of the American expedi- 
tion is 33-year-old William Siri, 
University of California medical 
physics expert. The expedition’s 
aim, he says, goes far beyond 
mere sport, Extensive biological, 
medica] and botanical tests will 
be run off to learn how humans 
and plant life react in extreme 
high altitudes. 


To Leave in February. 

The Californians leave in 
February. By March 21, they 
plan to set up their base camp 
at Lamo Bagor Gola, 16,000 feet 
up in the Nepal highlands. Then 
the work begins. 

Branching out from the base 
camp in small teams, the climb- 
ers will explore on foot and 
skis all possible assault routes 
up Makalu’s slopes to determine 
which offers the least danger.

OMEN’'S HOSE, about as sheer, as finely 


wrought and ag fragile as wearing ap 

eggs can be, are an engineering prob- 
lem. e problem is not only to hold the stock- 
ings up, but to keep them straight. The ankle 
that is trimly clad makes a notable contribution 
to the costume’s total effect. But there are times 
when the ankle, viewed in departure, provides 
a distinct let-down to the interest it aroused in 
approach. 

The second glance at a passing ankle car- 
ries this risk of dampened enthusiasm because 
of the seam. Structurally, the seam is where the 
gossamer-like loops of thread on one side of the 
stocking, which is woven flat, are joined to those 
on the other. It holds the stocking together. The 
seam is supposed to appear as a finely etched 
line, straight as a rule north and south, and ex- 
actly centered east and west. 

The seam, unhappily, has a tendency to 
wander. The satisfaction a woman feels at be 
ing well turned out is always qualified by this 
gnawing possibility. Since she can’t see the 
back of her legs as others see them, the seam 
may get a bit s in the very act of pulling 
the stockings on.

Nearly perfect scores 
were made by airline hostesses and women in 
military services, good showings by college co- 
eds, nurses and office workers.

N A REMOTE MOUNTAINSIDE overlooking a dusty 

O plain 350 air miles south of Tehran, capital of Iran, 

stand the monumental remnants of an ancient Persian 

city that once ruled the world—P is. Existence of the 

city, founded in 515 B.C. and destroyed 200 years later by 

Alexander the Great, had been known for centuries, but not 
until modern times was the site fully explored. 

Now, for the first time, Per is completely docu- 
mented in a book published last week by the University of 
Chicago Press. The 297-page volume presents the results of 
nine years of scientific excavation and 14 years of study 
and correlation of archeological material. The author is 
Erich F. Schmidt, field director of the tion that worked 
at the site from 1931 to 1939. Two additional volumes will 
be published later. : 

As described by Schmidt in his comprehensive report, 
Persepolis was once the richest city under the sun. It was 
founded by Darius the Great and completed by his heirs to 
immortalize the glory of the Achaemenid (Persian) empire, 
established by Cyrus the Great about 550 B.C. Its wealth 
came from con ed lands that then represented virtually 
the entire civilized world, including all of Southwest Asia as 
far as India, Egypt and Greek cities of western Asia Minor. 

Darius, in his attempt to conquer the homeland of the 
Greeks, was defeated by the Athenians in the famous battle 
of Marathon (490 B.C.), but Xerxes, his son, triumphed for a 
short time over his Greek rivals. When Xerxes took Athens, 
he burned the city; in revenge for this deed, Alexander 
sacked and burned Persepolis. According to Plutarch, it 
required 10,000 pairs of mules and 5000 camels to carry 

the Persian treasures before the Greeks set fire to 
the — buildings. 
rom the destruction of lis in 330 B.C., which 
marked the end of the Achaemenid empire, the ruins of the 
tapital laid unnoticed until 1620 when an Italian traveler, 
Pietro della Valle, identified them. ge 8 for so 8 
by various visitors and some unscientific digging by a local 
governor about a century ago, the remnants of Persepolis 
remained undisturbed until the recent American expedition. 
The site was not unmarked, however, for a number of colos- 
sal columns and huge stone doorways have stood on the 
man-made mountain terrace for 23 centuries. 

A palace fortress of the Achaemenid kings, Persepolis 
covers a 30-acre area on a cut-down promontory of 
the Mountain of Mercy. The terrace, osed with a re- 
taining wall of irregular masonry, consists of a number of 
platforms at varying levels which served as foundations for 
the and other structures. The city was called Parsa 

e Persians, but was known to the Greeks as Persepolis. 

Most imposing structure was the Apadana, a great re- 
ception hall that r 30 years to d. Seventy-two 
stone columns, each 63 feet high, supported the roofs of 
three porticoes and the spacious audience hall; 13 of the 
columns still stand. Gigantic sculptured stairways 268 feet 
long give access from the courtyard to the top of the eight- 
foot-high platform on which the Apadana stood. The sculp- 
tures, described by Schmidt as the most outst extant 
work of Achaemenid art, depict a New Year festival in 
which delegations of 23 subject nations advance to pay 
homage to the king. 

Other Persepolis structures include the royal treasury, 
throne hall, council hall, harem and other residential pal- 
aces, garrison quarters, service buildings and tombs of the 
last three em s. At the start of its work, the arche- 

tion restored a portion of the harem’s main

ried out the rehabilitation program in their spare time. 

Ironically, they had a grand total of $45 to finance 
the project. The patients they rehabilitated {none were 
alcoholics) cost the State of Louisiana $10,000 a year 
in welfare payments alone. 

So these findings could mean a potential saving in 
relief costs of millions. 

Dr. Stevenson and Mrs. Fisher used simple, practical 
methods. There was an average of only 10 interviews 
before the patient went back to work. 

At times, the purchase of a girdle, a bottle of 
vitamin pills or a new pair of shoes were part of the 
therapy. 

Another important part of the treatment was this: 

At one point, patients were told they were going to 
be well enough to work and would be taken off relief. 


How it Was Done 


HEN THE patients went back to work, their 

morale improved “tremendously” and whatever 

physical aches and pains they had previously 
did not seem to bother them too much. 

A total of 25 patients were treated and the treat- 
ment worked in 20 cases—a very high percentage in 
this sort of rehabilitation. 

Here’s how the patients were “put back on their 
feet:” 

}—Each received psychotherapy from Dr. Steven- 
son. Each was given a thorough physical exam and 
treated if he were physically sick. 

2—The patient was encouraged to talk about his 
problems. When Dr. Stevenson felt the patient was 
sufficiently improved, he would say, all right, let's 
talk about getting you back to work. 

Usually, the patient would think the doctor was 
pushing him too fast, but the doctor would emphasize 
the patient's capacities and abilities to hold down a 
job. 

Still, the patient would feel, “I'm too sick to work. 
You don’t understand me.” 

3—At this point, the patient was introduced to 
Mrs. Fisher, the social worker. Mrs. Fisher was under- 
standing of the patient's feelings about being unable to 
work. But she remained firm about the patient being 
able to work — eventually. 

4-—Then Mrs. Fisher would deal with specific, prac- 
tical problems which prevented the person from re- 
turning to work. 

In one case, a woman couldn't return to work be- 
cause she had to care for her five-year-old epileptic 
child. So the child was placed in a special school 
where he got good care during working hours. 

In another case, a wife insisted on keeping her 
husband, the patient, at home so she could dominate 
him. She wouldn't let him out of the house to go to 


work. So the wife had to be treated before her husband 
could get—and hold—a job. 

5—Then, and only then, when the patient felt sure 
of the doctor's and social worker's friendliness and 
interest in him, was he told that he would be taken off 
relief in a couple of months—so it would be necessary 
to work. 

This economic pressure was one part of the total 
treatment, To use this pressure by itself would produce 
disastrous results to the patient's emotional health, 
Mrs. Fisher emphasizes. 

By this time, the patient himself was usually willing 
to go to work, but still had other problems. This is 
where the $45 budget came in. 

In one case, a stout woman, a diabetic, didn’t think 
her personal appearance would impress a prospective 
employer, so a girdle was bought for her. In addition, 
someone showed her how to curl her hair and apply 
make-up. After that, she went out, got a job in a 


department store and has held ever since. ( Before 


that, she hadn't worked in five years. ) 

In another case, a pair of shoes was bought for a 
patient with flat-feet, and, an undernourished patient 
was given lunch-money and vitamin pills. 

Frequently, on the day the patient was supposed 
to report to work, he did not have carfare or lunch- 
money, so that, too, was provided out of the “fund.” 

6 —Final step in the treatment was follow-up. After 
patients returned to work, Mrs. Fisher kept in totch 
with them, praised them for their accomplishment and 
visited them often “to keep the fire burging.” 


Are They Hopeless? 


NE OF the patients who hadn't worked in three 
years (that was the average for all patients) 
found himself a job after only four interviews. 

He lived outside of New Orleans and had been a 
truck driver. But he had injured his back. and follow- 


" ing the injury became depressed. He, too, thought he 


suffered from a hundred and one physical sicknesses. 

He, his wife and four children had been receiving 
$75 a month in relief for three years. But after just 
four interviews he was placed in a job selling re- 
ligious articles. 

The woman whose drunken husband beat her got 
a job as a waitress and later she got a better job 
managing a small foodstand. 

The man who was starving had been a longshore- 
man. But years before he had had a stroke. His right 
leg was paralyzed so he couldn't return to his job. 
He needed work in which he could sit all day. — 

After treatment at LSU he was given an intensive 
course in shoe repairing and is back at work. 

Another patient, a man in his 40's, had been out 
of work four years. He and his family were receiving 


$57 a month in relief. When he returned to work, he 
got a job that paid over $230 a month. 

Throughout the LSU program, the Louisiana State 
Employment Service and the State Vocational Re- 
habilitation Department provided full cooperation. 

What does the LSU program show? Says Mrs. 
Fisher, who is now program supervisor of social work 
in neuropsychiatry at the Clinical Center, The National 
Institutes of Health in Washington: 

}—It appears that a lot of people who heretofore

rehabilitated. 

4—In many cases, you don’t have to solve all the 
innermost emotional problems of the patient to pre- 
pare him to accept a job. 

3-—Sometimes, the “practical” side of the treat- 
ment, getting the patient a tool to work with, or the 
right job, can prove to be as important as the psy- 
chiatric counseling itself. 

4-—In order to succeed, the doctor and social worker 
have to take a genuine, contmued interest in the patient 
and really believe he can hold a job and assume a use- 
ful position in the community. This interest and opti- 
mism was found to be more important than any single 
treatment routine. 

“We always emphasized the positive—what was right 
with the patient, not what was wrong with him 
although the ‘wrong’ was always recognized and 
treated,” says Mrs. Fisher. 

“A most important side of the treatment was to 
convince the patient,” she said, “that he did have 
abilities and strength, and with help he could fit into 
the community as a happy, working citizen.” s

SYRACUSE’S ADOLPH SCHAYES 


... from a lamb to a tiger— that’s the story of Adolph Schayes 


SYRACUSE, N.Y. 

WO SEASONS AGO, at the Boston 

Garden, 6-foot, 72-inch, 220- 

pound Adolph Schayes, of Syra- 

cuse, mixed with burly Bob 

Brannum of the Celtics, a basketball 

“bad man,” in a swift brawl. It ended 
in a draw. 

In a playoff, Schayes pounced upon 
George Kaftan of the New York Knick- 
erbockers in one of the most exciting 
player scrimmages seen at Madison 
Square Garden in a long time. 

Against the Philadelphia Warriors a 
few years back, Schayes wore a cast on 
a broken wrist and some of his oppo- 
ments charged he was using it as a 


The transformation of Adolph 
Schayes from a large Lord Fauntleroy 
at New York University to one of the 
toughest pro basketball players ts amaz- 
ing. Not that Schayes seeks trouble — 
he just doesn’t let anybody push him 
around anymore. 

“He got a little mean at Syracuse,” 
says Joe Lapchick, Knickerbockers’ 
coach, “and now he'll fight you or love 
you, depending upon the circumstances. 
He’s one of the best players around — 
outstanding in a tough league.” 


T PUGNACITY isn't Schayes’ chief 
BF viewe. He can go over you with a 

wonderful set shot; he can dart 
around you with startling speed and 
he is one of the foremost rebounders in 
basketball. 

Just as football games are won on the 
line, basketball games are won on the 
rebounds. When all those rough, tough 
pros leap for the ball, it is Schayes — a 
comparatively small man in a league of 


7-foot giants—who usually gets it. 

Last year, he pulled down 920 re- 
bounds. This ranked him third to 6-foot, 
10-inch George Mikan, of Minneapolis, 
and Neil Johnston, of the Philadelphia 
Warriors. 

Schayes also drew more foul shots 
than anybody in the National Basketball 
Association. The reasons: he has a hesi- 
tation shot around the bucket that lures 
his opponents on, and he apparently 
makes many men so mad they lose their 
control. 

The result: Schayes drew 619 fouls 
in 1952-53 compared to 401 for the 
second man, William Sharman, of the 
Boston Celtics. 


Fifth Scorer 


CHAYES Was fifth in league scoring 

~ last year with an average of 17.8 

points per game. Nevertheless, his 

real valuc to the team is inspirational. He 
is a fighter all the way. 

This fighting spirit was seldom appar- 
ent back in 1944-45 when Schayes was 
overshadowed on the N.Y.U. team by 
two All-Americans, Sid Tannenbaum 
and Don Forman. 

‘Dolph was a a ASEAN at 
N.Y.U. only because he made the var- 
sity at the age of 16. Then, he was a mere 
6-foot, 4-inch, 160-pounder. In his fresh- 
man year, whenever there was a time 
out, he would collapse on the floor. 

But N.Y.U.’s coach, Howard Cann, 
who stresses conditioning above every- 
thing else, soon had. Schayes in good 
enough shape to play at a fierce pace. 
Even so, Schayes was never an aggres- 
sive player in the sense that he is today. 
The most he would do was wear an oppo- 
nent down. 

Though Schayes was ready for pro- 


fessional basketball in a technical sense 
by his senior year (N.Y.U. won 19 in 
a row that season), the question was: 
who wanted this rangy Lord Fauntleroy? 
The pro game doesn’t go by the Emily 
Post code. 

The Syracuse Nationals offered 
Schayes, then only 19, $7,000 a season. 
"Dolph signed and thereby set the stage 
for his transformation. (Syracuse's 
coach, Al Cervi, is known as basketball's 
Leo Durocher.) 

Almost overnight the lamb turned 
into a tiger. He was named rookie of 
the year in his first season, became an 
allteague selection for four consecutive 
campaigns. In the 1950-51 season, he 
established a league rebound record with 
a total of 1,080. 

Perhaps even more interesting to his 
Syracuse employers is the fact that 
Schayes, now 25, is still growing. He is 
25 pounds heavier than when he signed 
up with the team, and only last year 
he added another half-inch to his height. 
He should reach at least 6.feet, 8 inches 
before he stops growing. 


He’s Never Satisfied 


YRACUSE has not achieved the cham- 
pionship yet, but with a little more 
help for the embattled Schayes they 
might end on top within a few seasons. 
Even so, Schayes will not be satisfied. 
“He is always complaining about his 
own work,” says a friend. “He fights 
himself as well as anyone else.” 
Schayes’ ferocity has earned him the 
love of his teammates and Syracuse fans. 
it has also brought his salary up to more 
than $12,000 a year. 
Perhaps it all proves that in basket- 
ball, as in other things, it is more blessed 
to give than to receive.

How a ‘cannon’ 
picks your pocket 


By MYRON STEARNS 


Here’s a new, behind-the-scenes report on pickpockets—it may 


F you have never had your pockets 
explored by a total stranger it was 
probably for one of two reasons: 
you don't look as if you have much 
money, or you're just plain lucky. 

For pickpockets are plentiful: there may 
be a troupe within a few yards of you in 
any crowded spot, even at a funeral. 

But you don't see them. Their freedom 
depends on~their escaping nofice; they 
have to be unseen to be successful. 

The one who does the actual stealing— 
called the “‘wire’’—generally uses a folded 
newspaper called a “stiff” to cover his 
hands in action. Even if you happen to be 
next to the man being robbed you are not 
likely to notice what is going on. 

As the wallet comes out of the victim's 
pocket it goes between the folds of the 
stiff, never for a split second coming into 
sight. Few people—except police experts— 
appreciate the uncanny skill of the profes- 
sional pickpocket or “cannon.” 

“Grift sense,” the unerring ability to 
tell, under any set of circumstances, what 
the victim will do next, is the pickpocket's 
most important asset. 


You Get ‘Fanned’ 


OR EXAMPLE: a Skilled wire may rest 
his forearm across the back of your 
shoulders in a crowd, lightly, as if to 

keep you from getting too close. Then he 
may touch or “fan” the “impression” (the 
vague noticeable shape of your pocketbook 
through your clothing) to make sure of 
its exact position. 

If you feel the touch and become sus- 
picious, the muscles along your spine will 
tighten, and he feels this tightening—that 
is why his forearm is there. He watches 
for a reddening of the skin below and-in 
back of your ears. 

By the time you grab for or slap your 
pocket his hand is no longer there. Your 
pocketbook, you find, is safe. 


At least that’s what you think. But the - 


wire comes right back. His grift sense 
assures him that now he can rob you at 
his leisure. Even if he “rumbles” or “hips” 
you, so that you think you feel something 
at your pocketbook again, you are not 
likely to grab toward your billfold a sec- 
ond time; it would look as though you 
suspected the man behind you of being 
a thief. 

In a cafeteria a pickpocket knows that 
a man in front of him will not drop a tray 
full of food to grab for his pocketbook. 
He can be robbed quite safely. Even if 
he starts to let go of the tray, a sharp 
“Look out! You are Spilling your coffee!’ 
will make him straighten it. 
> When a crowd is intent on, say, the 
finish of a horse race, an experienced wire 
may even make his victim lift his own arm 
to get it out of the way: a slight pressure 
will start it, and the victim will move it

automatically where the wire wants him 
to. The cannon’s grift sense tells him how 
much the sucker will do without becoming 
aware of it. 

Sometimes at a county fair a troupe 
member will jump on a box or chair to 
shout: “Look out for pickpockets!” Nearly 


every man in the crowd will slap at his 
pocketbook to make sure it is safe—and 
the well-distributed thieves will see exactly 
where the money ts located. 

Not long ago I heard Daniel J. 
Campion, Chief of the Pickpocket Squad 
of the New York Police Department, de- 
scribe the expert functioning of a “jug 
troupe.” Jug, in the argot of the under- 
world, stands for a bank. The operation 
may start with a letter or telephone call to 
some out-of-town cannon, who will be 


-inknown to the local “fyzz"" or police. This 


outsider, generally elderly and of respect- 
able appearance, goes to a bank and spends 
some time making out a deposit slip. 
From the corner of his eye, he watches 
the line at the teller’s window. 

When he spots a nice fat withdrawal he 
strolls out of the bank just behind. As he 
reaches the sidewalk he wipes his forehead 
with his handkerchief. 


The Tipoff 


HIS IS a signal to other members of 
Tine troupe that the man ahead of him 
has money. He then tucks the hand- 
kerchief into a pocket—the pocket that 
matches the one the sucker put his money 
into. Now each member of the scattered 
troupe knows not only who is carrying 
the money they want, but which pocket it 
is in. The poor guy hasn't a chance. 
Perhaps the victim steps to the .curb 
and signals a taxi. The crooks act swiftly. 
As the man opens the door of the cab a 
hand grabs his arm. “This is my taxi!” 
a well-dressed man he never saw before 
declares indignantly. Before the victim has 
a chance to answer, one of those busy- 
bodies who infest all cities sticks his nose 
in. “That's right!” he says vehemently. “I 
saw him signal first.” (These two members 
of the troupe are called “stalls.” ) 
Whoever wins the argument about the 
taxi, the man with money loses his wallet. 
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The shine that keeps leather alive 
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HOW pickpockets’ work: girl ‘stall’ drops package. 
As innocent man returns it to her, second ‘‘stall" picks 
quarrel. During argument, third pickpocket snatches 
man's wallet. Thieves then vanish in crowd with money. 


Kiwi gives far more than a bril- 
liant shine. Kiwi goes deep down 
into the pores. it softens and 
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While his attention was on the strangers. 
the wire had come up behind and walked 
off with it. 

Between the members of skilled troupes 
like that and the clumsy beginner there 
are years of development. Usually the pick- 
pocket starts as a feb worker. This means 
robbing the small change pocket inside or 
just above the right-hand pocket of a man’s 
coat. It is the easiest pocket to reach without 
detection. The score or take, on the other 
hand, is small; cannons in the upper brackets 
scorn such small change. 

Some beginners start as ‘moll buzzers’’— 
pickpockets who specialize in robbing women. 
They may be either “patch workers” (the 
“patch” is the side pocket in a lady's jacket) 
or “hanger bingers,”” who rob or “bing” a 
lady's shoulder purse or hanger. 

The “tush worker” operates only on 
drunks. He may be the “sneak type,”” who 
robs his quarry in a subway or on a park 
bench. Or he may be the “‘rouster type,” who 
pretends to be a good Samaritan and helps 
a half-loaded victim home, robbing him on 
the way. 

Gradually, the young pickpocket picks up 
the different tricks of the trade, specializing 
in the particular type of robbery he likes or 
best does. 


Most Get Caught 


HE HIGHEST Classification of all is the “pit 

worker.” He operates by coming towards 

you with an overcoat over his arm; as he 
brushes past he raises the arm holding the 
coat, as if to fend you off. Beneath the shelter 
of the coat everything in your inside breast 
pocket leaves with him, and you haven't felt 
a thing. 

Pickpocket troupes may have as many as 
five or six members. They operate at football 
games, at festivals, in subways, around de- 
partment store escalators, at bus terminals 
and railroad stations. 

In spite of their skill, most pickpockets are 


soon picked up by the police and spend one 
term after another in jail. One of them, 72 
years old, has been arrested 40 times in 45 
years. 

Frequently, a troupe will have a woman 
member—possibly an attractive blonde or a 
motherly old lady. During the five-o'clock 
rush hour a well-tailored businesswoman may 
drop a small package; you pick it up for her— 
and her jealous escort (you hadnt noticed 
him, but there he is!) accuses you of being a 
masher. He'll call the police! While you try 
to explain and calm him down the wire picks 


.your pocket. 


Part of the police’ expert's job is to keep 
people from becoming cannon fodder. In- 
formation about pickpockets is your best 
protection. 


Some Helpful Tips 


HEN PRESSED he will admit that there 
W are only two sure ways to avoid hav- 

ing your pocket picked: one is to stay 
home and the other is to leave your money 
at home. But there are common-sense points 
that everyone should remember: Carry with 
you only what money you actually need and 
don’t flash it. An inside pocket is safer than 
an Outside one and a purse in a hip pocket 
is the easiest pickings. Move instantly when 
jostled. Beware of a man who asks for a light 
and bends over while he lets. you hold the 
match. 
> If you’re a woman, don’t let your handbag 


. dangle. Hold the bag itself with the hand 


over the clasp. 

>» Alertness and knowledge of the pick- 
pockets’ techniques are the best means of 
assuring that your wallet will not leave your 


pocket. But if you are unfortunate enough — 


to be a victim, there is only one sure rule: 
Tell the police at once. You may get your 
money back—and you help protect others. “If 
you're robbed and don’t call the cops,” one 
police expert told me, “you're a double 
sucker.” s

I remember the time I was doing publicity 
for my first picture, Howard Hughes’ “The 
Outlaw.” Many organizations and church 
groups protested the picture as immoral. Mr. 
Hughes said they were just picking on him 


~and not to worry. But I did. 

I talked everything over with my mother— 
and with my fiance, Robert Waterfield. 
That’s when he demanded that I come home 
to Hollywood and marry him. 

I guess you could say I had my honey- 
moon on a bus. 

Robert and I were married in Las Vegas 
on April 24, 1943, but the Army sent him 
to Ft. Benning, Ga., right after that. 

For the first three months all we did was 
ride back and forth on a bus to see each other 
15 miles each way. We had a room in a 
house with three other couples. 


Nobody Knew Jane 


UGHES had suspended me, so I was off 
salary. I got a job in a Columbus, Ga., 
beauty shop, doing make-ups. It paid 

$30 a week. 
Later, | worked in a Bond Tank in the 


middle of town with my cousin Pat selling 
war bonds. That paid $16 a week. She wasn’t 
much good at bookkeeping, and neither was 
I, so eventually we got fired from the job. 

Nobody knew I was a movie star. I didn’t 
feel like admitting I was the girl whose bosom 
was splashed on every billboard. Robert and 
I always pretended as though it were some- 
body else. We never discussed it. 

Even my brothers didn’t let on I was their 
sister while they were in the service. 

But when Robert got a medical discharge 
in 1945, back we went to California and | 
decided to take up where I left off. 

I had written to Hughes saying the past 
was water under the bridge and I was willing 
to keep my side of our contract. I even in- 
cluded a scripture passage: “He that sweareth 
even to his own hurt and changeth not, will 


«not be moved.” I'm probably the only girl 


who ever quoted the Bible to him. 
My first picture after I got back was some- 
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thing called “The Young Widow.” It taught 
me one thing—I should never play sad women. 

A Boston critic wrote: “If the Young 
Widow had only died with her husband, this 
picture need never have been made.” | 
agreed. 

The first picture I really enjoyed making 
was “Paleface,” with Bob Hope. I played 
Calamity Jane, a real gunwoman. 

After that, I got a new contract with more 
money. That’s where Robert steps in. He's 
the one who does all my arguing and barter- 
ing. My agents talk to him about deals, not 
to me. But once he’s settled it; he steps out. 

I've been in some awful stinkers. I'd rather 
not mention all my pictures, but take it from 
me, / wore an icebag on my head while | 
was making some of them. They were awful! 

“Son of Paleface’ was cute and like a 
breath of fresh air to me after what I'd been 
playing. But the real ball was “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes.” I loved every minute of it, 
even though some press agents tried to cook 
up a phoney feud with Marilyn Monroe. 


Nothing to It 


HERE Was nothing to it. Marilyn is a 
fy kid and we're good friends. She 
even came out to our Bible services. 

I had a chance to dance and sing in 
“Gentlemen,” and sure enough, my own 
studio rushed me into “The French Line,” 
where I also sing and dance. Its a crazy 
comedy in which I play a rich Texas dame. 

| can see the pattern, though. When they 
think of musftals from now on, they'll think 
of Jane Russell! 

| don’t want to get stuck in any pattern. 
/ want to play an artist, a gypsy, a crazy 
woman. | don’t want any ruts. That's. the 
rebel in me. 

I guess it was the rebel in me that made 
me so persistent about adopting my two 
children. 

| adopted my little daughter, Tracey, here 
in the States. She was born on my own birth- 
day, June 21, in 1951. 1 got her when she 
was six days old. 

But when I tried to get a two-year-old 
hoy to be company for her, all I got was 
stalling and mish-mash. They said I couldn't 
adopt another child while Tracey was so 
young. So I went on a deliberate pilgrimage 
to Europe to find a son—quick. 

While I was in England, I got about ten 
letters from people who heard I wanted a 
boy. That's how I got Thomas. 


A Chance for the Future 


HOMAS’ parents had three other children. 

They knew they'd never be able to give 

Thomas the things they wanted for him. 
They were completely unselfish; they desper- 
ately wanted to give him a chance for an 
education and a future. 

Because of all the trouble I had getting 
Thomas into the country, I got interested in 
a brand new outfit—the International Adop- 
tion Association. It’s the biggest thing of its 
kind and we hope to contribute to world 
public education on adoption privileges. 

A lot of péople don't believe I can be 


interested in children. They think | spend all’ 


my time in sequin bathing suits, | guess, or 
fighting with men in haystacks. 


I have to laugh about it. If they only knew 


how shy | am. Sometimes when a bunch of 
fans come in some place where I am, I just 
shrink into myself. I don’t like crowds. 

On stage it's. different. That’s a job. But 
off-stage, I'm a simple person with a set of 
standards that I could never forget. 

When you're brought up with a mother 
like mine, you learn to live straight. You even 
wind up a bit prudish, but you learn to have 
a distaste for anything too lewd, too blue, too 
familiar or cheap. 

Even as a kid, I stuck by her standards 
when kids all around me were drinking, 
out nights, driving hot-rods, skipping school. 

My mother always said when I left the 
house, “Well, the Lord go with you.” 

Sometimes when Id get back in one piece 
from a date or some unexpectedly wild party, 
I'd heave a sigh and say to myself, “Well, 
the Lord sure got me through that one.” 

The Lord was always with us. That was 
the way our house was run. And that’s the 
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ABOUT husband, football star Bob Water- 
field, Jane says: ‘He can be strong, deter- 
mined, and coldblooded when he has to be.” 


way I want my house to be run. 
> I don’t necessarily believe marriage is a 
50-50 proposition. In some situations, the 
wife wins; in others, the husband.

Robert and I have our own place atop a 
hill in Sherman Oaks, Calif., but the rest of 
the family all live together in Van Nuys.

That includes 
eight adults and 10 children. 

What lies ahead for me? Most of all, I want 
to be a happy person in a happy home. As 
for my acting—I've put in 13 years appren- 
ticeship with Howard Hughes. Now it's time 
to try some solid roles. 

Maybe I'll fall flat on my face but f have 
to try. I'd actually rather stay with Hughes 
if 1 can work it out. Thirteen years shouldn't 
be thrown down the drain. 

Whatever happens, I believe it will be for 
the best. I've never really been hurt in my 


life. I'm so trained in the good Lord that I
